kerages, and offering an inducement of 
1 per cent. discount to direct purchas- 
ers, was due to a desire to check irregu- 
larities on the part of brokers. What 
these irregularities consisted of is 
purely a matter of conjecture. From 
a circular, containing instructions to 
salesmen, respecting the sale of car- 
mine and quicksilver vermilion, which

prices of other goods had been allowed 
by brokers or salesmen that the pur- 
chaser had been able to place vermil- 
ion on the market below manufactur-

of trouble to sustain prices, and at one

seemed likely to occur. The manufac- 
turers have now adopted a plan which, 
they seem to think, will obviate pre- 
vious difficulties, whereby there will be 
no inducement to brokers to handle 
quicksilver vermilion. The stringent 
rules governing salesmen, if they can 
be kept in force, will, nodoubt, domore 
to sustain prices than the abolition of 
brokerages. The brokers are not in- 
clined to accept the situation without 


|a protest, and itis said that some of 


them contemplate aggressive meas- 
ures, if necessary, to force the manu- 
facturers to recognize them again in 
transactions in these goods. Not be- 
cause of the amount of money involved 
in brokerages, but as a matter of prin- 
ciple. The following circular, which 
has been issued to salesmen, explains 
itself, and shows the determination of 
the manufacturers to maintain the 
price and other terms of their agree- 
ment : 


Instructions to Salesmen respecting the sale of 
Carmine and Quicksilver Vermilion, which 
must be carefully followed. 

If a broker gives an order for either of these 
articles he must be informed that we cannot al- 
low him brokerage on it; either directly or indi- 


| rectly. The customer for whom he acts is enti- 


tled to a brokerage of 1 per cent., which must be 
deducted from his invoice. Brokers must give 
the names of their customers, as we cannot sell 
to them (brokers) in their own names or for their 
own account, 

The prices and terms which are issued from 
time to time must be strietly maintained. 

These articles are sold on thirty days, and if 
paid within that time interest to be deducted at 
the rate of 6 per cent. per annum. If longer 
time is allowed, interest at same rate must be 
added. 

Inducements in the way of concessions on 
prices or terms of other goods must not be of- 
fered. No promises of allowance out of your 
own private funds or from money given you for 
traveling expenses—no offer to reciprocate by 
purchasing goods—or any other inducement must 
beheld out to secure sales of vermilion and car- 
mine.. The spirit of the agreement we have made 
with the Association must not be evaded. We have 
pledged our honor for its faithful observance, and 
will not tolerate or permit anything on your part 
| ‘that would tend to call it in question. If we 


eaunot sell these goods honorably, on their own 


merits, we prefer to abandon them. 
You are at liberty tu sell any quantity at the 
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the company are kept as quiet as pos-

the following: restrictions: The customer to ob- 
tain the bulk price must buy in kegs of 100 Ibs. or 
over, if he orders a smaller quantity than 100 Ibs. 
of any one shade, you must,obtain the deg price, 
whether it is takenin bags or paper bundles, or 
even if the purchaser provides his own package. 

The smallest bag usually put up is 30 Ibs., but if 
desired, you may take orders for packages of 
any description, from 1:lb, to 20 Ibs., proyided 
you get 5c. per,Jb. advance over bulk in kegs. 
This applies to vermilion only. 

These goods are deliverable /ree in New York 
or Brooklyn. To ‘all other places the purchaser 
must pay his own freight and cost of transporta- 
tion. 

No advice, premonition, nor intimation of 
any kind, must be givenin respect to efthér ad- 
vance or decline in price. 

In case of decline in price, no allowance will 
be made on stock on hand, or charged but not 
delivered. Sales are positive and at buyers risk. 

All orders for Canada, or for export to other 
countries must be referred to a member of the 
firm. 

Under no circumstances are empty vermilion 
packages to be received back and credited. One 
pound glass bottles for carmine may be returned 
at an allowance of 10c. each, delivered in store. 

The fine for infringement of these rules is very 
heavy, and will be charged‘to the account of the 
offending party, as we are fully determined upon 
astrict observance of them by all in our em- 
ploy. On the other hand it will be your duty to 
report to us immediately, in writing, any in- 
fraction of the same by others in the trade, so 
that we may cause the matter to be promptly in- 
vestigated. 


BETTER FEELING IN _— — 
'¢ TRADE.» f} 

J uly is proveitially a dull month in 
the. Drug as in many other trades; and 
when.the prediction was made in June 
that July would see a general revival 
of trade, it was received with consider- 
able incredulity, and at the beginning 
of the month it looked very much as 
though this unbelief was to be justified 
by.the event. Within the past week, 
however, we think there have been 
unmistakable signs shown of a fulfill- 
ment of the prophecy. Prices, as our 
market reports show, have been, in 
most. instances, hardening since the 
first of the month, and this in face of 
the fact that there is scarcely a thing 
on the list of which there can be said 
to be a scarcity or, to put it still more 
strongly, of which there cannot be said 
to be a good supply on hand. There 
ean be but one solution for such an 
apparently anomalous condition of 
affairs, and that is that the demand 
has increased and that buyers no longer 
feel the same fear of the future whieh 
they have manifested for some 
time past.

that policy has been abandoned, it is 
very certain that orders now coming 
in are much more liberal than has been 
the case for a long time past. Whether 
this comes from the fact that buyers 
scent higher prices in the future, or 
that they are tired of the retail busi- 
ness they have been doing, or whether 
it is only a manifestation of that in- 
stinct which seems to lead men_ to do 
the same thing at the same time we 
are unable to say—we are content to 
record the facts as we find them, 

This increase of business, contrarye 
as it is to all tradition that it should 
manifest itself in July, is not alto- 
gether so unaccountable nor so unex- 
pected as it might, at first sight, seem. 
As we have had occasion to remark 
before trade has not been bad at any 
time during the year even when it has 
seemed most dull. Orders received 
have been small, it is true, but they 
have been numerous and, in the aggre- 
gate, large. The volume of business 
done since the beginning of the year 
cannot have been less, according to 
the best advices we get, than from 
twenty-five to» fifty per cent. more 
than in the corresponding period of 
last year. The inevitable result has 
been a lessening of stocks and a neces- 
sity on the part of jobbers for. replen- 
ishing. That the increased demand 
has come now instead of earlier in the 
season may also, in part, we belieye, 
be attributed to the fact that there has 
been much uncertainty heretofore ex- 
isting, regarding the condition of the 
various crops throughout the country, 
an uncertainty which seems now, .to 
have been pretty well dissipated’ by 
the latest reports received and a feel- 
ing of relief has succeeded to oneof 
anxiety and suspense, causing trade 
toshow a mere normal and healthy 
activity.. The warlike situation in 
Europe has been much spoken of as a 
cause of this state of affairs but, while 
it undoubtedly has been and is a factor 
in the case, we doubt whether it is so 
powerful an one as many seem to _be- 
lieve. To our mind prosperity at home 
has had more to do with bringing 
about a more cheerful condition of 
things than any misfortunes of our’ 
neighbors. Whatever be the cause the 
change is welcome—let us hope it may 
be permanent, 

A reportis being circulated here to the effect 
that the bronze powder and metal leaf works of 
Messrs. Elermann & Tabor, of Furth, Bavaria, 
Germany, have been destroyed. Their American 
agents, Messrs, Sondheim, Alsberg & Co., inform 
us that the report is untrue. One buildifg’ at- 
tached to the‘large works of Messrs. Elerman & 
Tabor was recently burned, but it has not inter- 
fered with the business of the firm to any extent 
and it will be immediately replaced, 





The offerings of Western alkali in the 
market may be regarded as the most 
important indication of the growth of 
the chemical industry in this country 
that has yet manifested itself. The 
promises that have been made from 
time to time of the speedy growth of 
the chemical manufacture here, have 
not been realized, and the fears of 
competition which those promises first 
engendered in the minds of those in- 
terested in European chemicals, seem 
mostly to have been dissipated. The 
chemical works at Syracuse in this 
State have not yet reached comple- 
tion, though they were expected to be 
in operation early in the coming year. 
We understand now that they are 
making progress and will be ready to 
turn out goods by the first of next 
year. The Western alkali,to which we 
have referred in our market reports, is 
made by the American Chemical Com- 
pany of Bay City, Michigan. The 
president of these works is a promi- 
nent dry goods merchant of Cleveland, 
and the vice-president and secretary 
are gentlemen prominently connected 
with the petroleum industry in the 
same city. The processes employed 
are said to be the invention of the Su- 
perintendent, Mr. Herman  Frasch. 
The works have been in operation for 
some months and make a number of 
products, among them being refined 
alkali, of which aboyt ten tons per day 
are produced. Their goods have a 
ready sale, and thus far the results 
of their operations are said to be highly 
satisfactory. Pending the perfection 
of their processes and the securing of 
a number of patents, the operations of 























































sible. The location of the works is 
said to be excellent, and every facility 
exists for the economical handling of 
materials and the shipment of pro- 
ducts. We shall keep our readers in- 
formed as to the progress of this in- 
dustry, which seems now to be gaining 
a firmer footing here, though for all 
we can foresee years must elapse before 
it can supply any large proportion of 
the consumptive demand for the heav- 
ier chemicals in this country.

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THE NEW STATE PETROLEUM 
LAW. 

In a circular issued by the State 
Board of Health toinform the public 
of the approaching enforcement of 
the law lately passed ‘regulating the 
standard of illuminating oils for the 
State of New York; it is stated that 
“the Board more than a year ago pro- 
vided for such investigations as should 
fully explain the causes’ of peril from, 
and the means of safety-testing of, the 
petroleum oils used in lighting.” The 
report of such investigation is pub- 
lished as No. 45 of the Board’s current 
series of sanitary papers for the peo- 
ple. 

It isan error to assume that an ap- 
paratus for inspecting oils is used by 
the Inspector for thé purpose of ascer- 
taining what quality of oil is safe for 
domestic use in lamps. This was the 
point which the Board, as conserva- 
tors of the public safety, were to de- 
termine, and their line of experiments 
should have shown whether the ignit- 
ing temperature or the flashing tem- 
perature is the point of danger in the 
lamp, and also what temperature the 
oil acquires in a well-regulated lamp 
while burning its full capacity of oil. 
The experiments should also have 
shown at how many degrees below the 
igniting temperature the oil would ex- 
tinguish a burning wiek when poured 
upon it. 

The open-cup fire-tester was devised 
for the purpose of ascertaining the 
temperature at which the vapor, when 
ignited, will set fire to the surface of 
the oil with which it is in contact. The 
object with the closed cap is to ascer- 
tain the temperature at which the 
of begins to give off an ignitible 
vapor. The interval between the 
flashing point and the burning point 
is necessarily a variable quantity de- 
pending upon methods used in refin- 
ing. ' 

The series of experiments performed 
by Dr. Elliott does not throw any 
light upon the practical question, 
what kind of oi] may be safely burned 
in a lamp’? He simply shows that 
none of the cups now in use determine 
in a satisfactory manner the tempera- 
ture at which the oil begins to emit an 
ignitible vapor. No atténtion is paid 
to the igniting temperature of the oil, 
**fire-test,” in his estimution, being “a 
high-sounding but fearfully mislead- 
ing name.” Now it is unquestionably 


true that refined petroleum gives off 


ati inflammable vapor at the ordinary 
tetiiperature of the air in small quan- 
tity, and this quantity will increase as 
the temperature is raised, until the 
boiling point is reached ; at any time 
when mixed with due proportion of 
air the vapor will ignite in contact with 


flanie, but itis buriming oil and not 


burning vapor which’ do¢és? the dam- 
age, and the important-thiing to know 
is at what temperature oi! will burn 
when brought in contact with such 
flame as is afforded by a buthing wick.

THE STANDARD AND THE STEAM- 
BOAT LAW. 


The latest attempt of the Standard 
Oil Company to destroy what little re- 
fining business ‘there is left along the 
Ohio River is an effort, through Repre- 
sentative Townsend, to secure a modi- 
fication of the present statute regulat- 
ing the earriage of refined petroleum 
by passenger steamers, which will 
prohibit the carrying of 110 degree 
test oil in barrels. The bill as pre- 
pared by him and reported from the 
Committee on Commerce, of which he 
isa member, permits the carriage of 
baled cotton, hemp, and hay, oil of 
turpentine and spirits of turpentine, 
mastic or other varnishes in barrels, 
refined petroleum of 110 degrees fire 
test in tin cans packed in pine cases, 
but prohibits the carrying of any re- 
fined petroleum in barrels which shall 
ignite at a-temperature below 150 
degrees Fahrenheit. The Gulf States, 
which are accessible by way of the 
Ohio and Mississippi Rivers, are large 
consumers of 110 degree test oil; this 
is also the standard for most of the oil 
exported and is consequently deemed 
safe to burn in the homes of the civil- 
ized world. Being considered safe to 
carry about those homes in a lighted 
lamp it is absurd to condemn the car- 
riage of it in a good iron-buund oaken 
cask. The fact that spirits of turpen- 
tine and varnishes, which are vastly 
more inflammable than 110 degree 
petroleum, are permitted to be carried 
in barrels, is conclusive proof that 
there is some reason other thau public 
safety why it is sought to prohibit the 
earrying of petroleum. = 

The same collusion with railways 
and bribery of their operators and 


agents, which gave birth to the Stand- 


ard Oil Company in 1872, has contin- 
ued to give it nourishment from that 
day to this. The railway companies, 
in defiance of law, prevented the 
shipment of crude oil on the Allegheny 
River, at the dictation of the Standard, 
by outrageous discriminations on rates 
for refined, and for years past the 
Standard bas been trying to get 
through Congress legislation that 
would deprive competigg refiners of 
the facilities for shipment offered by 
the packets plying upon the Western 
and Southern rivers. Its policy 
has been to force its competitors to 
ship exclusively by rail, knowing that 
its influence over the roads would 
enable it to destroy its rivals’ business. 


The Standard. now holds almost ex- 
elusive control of the oil trade in the 
Gulf States, having contracts with the 
dealers in all the important towns, 
who bind themselves to refuse to buy 
or sell outside brands of oil. In many 
of the towns the local railway agents 
are acting as agents for the sale of the 
Standard Company’s oils. Out of the 
profits, which range from $3 to $10 per 
barrel, the agent is paid from 50 cents 
to $1 per barrel ; he has nothing to do 
with fixing the price; he has only to 
send his orders to the Standard and 
pocket his commission, The Standard 
ships its oil over the roads im bulk in 
tank cars holding 120 barrels each. An 
outside refiner, who owns no ears and 
who would be compelled to ship over 
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the roads in barrels would'be charged 
a hundred per cent. more freight than 
the Standard pays. The steamboats, 
however, will give him a rate that will 
enable him to reach some points as 
cheaply as the Standard does by rail. 
Even then he has to contend against 
the bribery and corrupting influence 
of the Standard’s money upon the 
dealer. 

It is to be hoped that Mr. Town- 
send’s effort will be successfully re- 
sisted by members whose ‘constituents 
are interested in free and fair compe- 
tition in this valuable branch of Amer- 
ican industry, and also by those who 
are opposed to the Government mak- 
ing a discrimination in transportation 
which is palpably unjust and evidently 
sought for the purpose of strengthen- 
ing an already dangerous monopoly.

Something About the Contract Plan. 
Lovisvitue, July 15, 1882. 
Editor Ow, Parnt AND Dra-a@ ReEporTER: 

I see in your issue of the 12th inst. a letter 
from “Fair Play” of Natchez, headed “The re- 
tailers and the rebate plan,” in which he « m- 
plains that the plan shuts off or makes a hardship 
for the small jobber; he says further that this 
plan has been rendered necessary by the cut 
made in the retail price. I have read with {nter- 
est this and’ several other communicatious in 
your c..lumns on this subject, and must say that 
the principal animus in the matter has not been 
sufficiently brouzht out. The rebate or contract 
plan so energetically worked for by the 
committee of the Western Wholesale 
Drug Association has not in any case 
that 'I'- know of resulted in an increase of 
amount to be purchased to secure the largest 
discount ‘by any one adopting the plan, and I 
have reascn to know that the committee in no 
case advised that it should be done; on the con- 
trary, their effort was to have the amouut re- 
duced, when that matter was at all discussed,aud 
the cut in the retail price had no influence what- 
ever in so cutting down the profits of the jobber 
as to place the profits of all goods of this class be- 
low the actual per cent of profits necessary to 
carry on the drug business. This effort was pro- 
duced by an entirely different cause, which, whea 
understood by the small jobber and retailer, will 
certainly secure their approval of the means used 
to remedy this evil in the trade. Proprietary 
goods of course, are of a fixed quality and of 8 
fixed price, arbitrarily fixed by the proprietor; it 
required no intelligent knowledge of the business 
to decide, when they were purchased, whether 
they were pure or adulterated, or altogether 
spurious; hence they became popular with a cer 
tala class of houses for use as “baits,’’ and the re- 
tailer and small jobber certainly did buy them in 
even fractions of dozens at about what the job 
ber paid in the largest lots, for where ore house 
cut the price, all competing houses felt that they 
must meet the cut or lose trade. So in process 
time the whole line of proprietary goods were 
reduced to the condition of making perhaps 42 
actual] loss on every sale, Lecause if sold at less 
than the cost of conducting the business the Te 
sult was an actual loss. Saythat the cost of 
doing a jobbing business is 8 per cent on all 
goods sold, and the actual protit on proprietary 
goods was @ per cent, then the actual loss 08 
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every article in this line was 4 per cent, and 
are very near to actual figures. Now, does 
any retailer suppose that the jobber is actuated 
by purely benevolent motives in supplying him 
with proprietary goods at an actual loss? 

Tbis claim, if made, would hardly be admitted, 

put perhaps another motive be found. If a 

customer can be secured by selling gnods of a 

known quality and price at very low figures 

perhaps some other goods may be sold him, with 
which he is not so well acquainted, at a profit 
that shall make the whole bil profitable. Let 
any retailer watch carefully his transactions and 
gee if this may not be the true solution. Houses 
that would not make business profitable in this 
way (and I am proud to say that a very large pro- 
portion of the trade despise sucn dealings, and 
will quit the business rather than practice them), 
have found the proprietary goods compose so 
jarge a portion of the trade that unless they pay 
some profit the drug trade proper will not pay a 
satisfactory return for capital and labor, requir- 
ing as it does skilled employes in every depart- 
ment. 

again, does the contract plan work any hard- 
ship to the ratailer? Take any article, say that is 
marked to retail at a dollar, the proprietor would 
charge the retailer say $9 for one dozen, compe- 
tition has brought the price to $8 50 from the 
jobber, he paying the proprietor in large lots $8 
casn, if the article is popular some jobber will 
out the price gradually till it is gold at $8 10 regu- 
larly, and often, as a particular inducement toa 
customer perhaps dealing mostly at a rival 
house, for $8 or less, for when it comes to a dif- 
ference of ten cents profit or loss on an $8 trans- 
action the difference is small. 

Say the retailer pay: $8 10 per dozen for an 
article be used to pay $850 or $9 for, the principle 
of baiting, obtaining somewhat in the retail busi- 
ness also, prompts a sharp man to reduce the 
retail price of the article from $1 to 90 cents, and 
to prevent his profiting hy this bait his competi- 
tor cuts to 85 cents, and the cut goes on untilthe 
article the consumer would have to pav the pro- 
ducer $1 for is retailed regularly at 75 cents, 
“though the consumer neither expects nor desires 
it,” the retuiler giving away $3 per dozen on an 
article on which, by the cutting plan, he buys for 
40 cents per dozen less than before the cutting 
obtained, ; 

But is anybody the gainer legitimate'y by the 
reductions in prices? Does not the jobber expect 
to make a profit in some way out of the ‘business 
he secures by baiting over and above the cost of 
conducting his business? And the retailer no 
doubt remembers that there was no adequate 
profit on the proprietary goods he has sold his 
customer, and therefore something else must pay 
doubly for it, even though his profit has been on 
the very article used as bait about 12 per cent. 

The aim in attempting to remove from the 
trade the disreputabl> system of baiting by urg- 
ing the proprietors of patent medicines to fix the 
conditions contemplated in the contract plan 
was intended to work to the advantage not only 
of the jobber but the retailer, and as it would 
tend to keep up the interest of the jobber in 
pushing sales of these goods, the proprietor 
would be not less benetited. 

Unless this plan accomplishes the object aimed 
at the drug trade will fall into the hands of 
sharps, as it is certain that no honest man will 
continue in it, if when fairly conducted it fails to 
pay w reasonable profit for the capital invested, 

to say nothing of the responsibility and care in- 
volved in its conduct.

The Rebate Plan. 


Crnornnatl, July 18, 1882, 
Editor O11, Paint AND Daue Reporter: 

. Dear Sir--The ‘Western Wholesale Druggists’ 
Association” .has ;recently issued a circular, 
without date, defining the “kKebate” plan.. A 
casual perusal of this remarkable production 
will convince any one that the system is sound 
and correct so faras it concerns frst purcha- 
sers, if lived up to by all. This association ac- 
knowledges that their aim is to secure a profit to 
themselves of 10 per cent. on all proprietary 
goods. It is immaterial whether they sell one or 
fifty gross a month of any remedy, they want 
and must have a full 10 per cent. profit on all 
goods they handle. They demand of proprietors 
that no sales be made any wholesaler who fails 
to get afull 10 per cent. on all sales, large or 
amall. In justification of their efforts to anni- 
hilate fair competition and avoid all business 
opposition, the We-tern Wholesale Druggists’ 
Association siy they leave room four a margin of 
50 per cent. prot to second parchasers, but this 
iS only on condition that the goods are sold at 
retail prices, thereby disabling second purchasers 
from doing suth a limited wholesale business as 
their surroundings might otherwise permit. 

The whole plan is an absurd innovation. It 
protects first purchasers only, and ignores the 
Nght of sécond purchasers to sell at wholesale in 
any instance. The principle has been previously 


tried and has failed, and, as has been proven, |, 


Only invites, in fact encourages, unfair and un- 
derhanded means of dividing margins with cus- 
toniers In order to meet the exigencies of trade. 
Tue sooner it is abolished the better for the ma- 
jority. It isa disturbing element and works ob- 
Vious harm to all wholesalers who are unable to 
burchase ia quantity lots from proprietors. These 
second purchasers must without recourse pay first 
purchasers an advance of 10 per cent. on bottom 
Drices, and in turn either sel: at cost or else over- 
charge his retail custumer, thus antagonizing all 
Tetailers, who cannot be s-cond purchasers them- 
selves, @z Linst “Rebate” guods. 

M.duiemen are of little benefit to the trade and 
$@ each other if their methods are crippled by a 
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rebate plan and arbitrary prices. It were better 
that proprietors establish distributing agents at 
various points if they are unwilling that the de- 
mand for their goods affect the selling price; if 
husiness risks are to receive no consideration; if 
convenience of handling and full orders are to 
be overlooked; if middlemen are growing imbe- 
cile and are incapable of managing their own 
affairs, etc., etc. 

It is extreme fallacy to argue that the ‘‘rebate”’ 
system will prevent retailers ‘‘cutting’’ prices. 
This evil can only be remedied by local combina- 
tions among retailers themselves. Argument 
against this assertion is absurd. Outside inter- 
ference only complicates the matter. It is wise 
to know this. 

The retail and small jobbing trade are almost 
unanimously opposed to the Rebate plan, and are 
silently working against Rebate goods. Proprie- 
tors must see that their positive advantage con- 
sixts in ignoring the scheme in all its branches. 
There is absolately nothing to be gained by it 
and much may be lost. All jobbers cannot be 
first purchasers; all retailers cannot be second 
purekasers. The nearer “rock bottom” ali mid- 
dlemen can. buy, the more equalized are the ad- 
vantages of trade. The success and friendliness 
of business consists in middlemen dividing their 
margins of profit with each other, which custom 
is antagonistic to monopolies and favors the ma- 
jority. A 1ebate plan that precludesa division 
of business favors and other advantages is un- 
just to all who are not first purchasers, and 
ought only be adopted by those who are op- 
posed to a general distribution of their wares, 
with least trouble to themselves, through the es 
tablished methods of trade.

Some Facts Regarding ‘the Rebate 
Plan. 


Sr. Louis, July 19, 1882, 
Edi'or O11, PAInt AND DruG REPORTER: 

So many incorrect statements have been pub- 
lished of late regarding the contract plan by its 
very few opponents, that at the risk of repeating 
much that has already been said in its favor, I 
beg to a-k space in your valued Reporter fora 
few further observations thereon. At least 
ninety-five per cent. of the Western wholesale 
drug trade, after years of fruitless endeayors to 
dealin proprietary goods without loss, joined 
over their united signatures in asking proprie- 
tors to adopt what is known as the contract 
plan. They have been upheld ia this undertak- 
ing by the wholesale druggists of the East and 
through their joint endeavor a large number of 
proprietors have acceded to their request and 
adopted the contract plan. But now come a 
very few opponents and assert that this action is 
“unjust and unmercantile;” that it is a ‘fraud 
and imposition’ upon the retailer, and they are 
endeavoring through these statements to array 
this large class of distributors against its fur- 
ther adoption by proprietors and to induce 
those who have already engaged in it to abandon 
the same and return to their old methods. 

Now in regard to the charge of ‘unjust and 
unmercantile,” no doubt, if propietary goods 
were subject to the same laws that govern in the 
hendl'ng of ordinary merchandise, which rise 
and fallin price in accordance with greater or 
less supply and demand, this charge would hold 
good. But such is not the fact in their case. No 
matter how large the demand may be, or how 
adequate or inadequate the supply may be, the 
proprietor’s price remains the same. No propri- 
etor can succeed who does not maintain fixed 
prices—prices that do not necessarily bear any 
relation to elther their cost or actual value. It 
isan essential circumstance in the conduct of 
the proprietary medicine business, that the price 
should be a fixed and arbitrary one, and this fact 
takes it out and away from the laws which 
governin general merchandise transactions. 
This business, therefore, in its very nature and 


“in all its details, can be successfully conducted 


only on arbitrary principles, and all this loud 
talk of “unmercantile,’’ “unbusiness-like” and 
the “loss of independence” in buying and selling 
them, is the most arrant nonsense. These very 
complainants when they purchase of a proprie- 
tor submit to this dictation without a murmur. 
It follows, then, that if proprietary goods are to 
be dealt in under ordinary business principles 
the proprietor must first adopt the plan of selling 
them for whatever they will bring in the open 
market. ‘his he cannot do, for they would no 
longer be proprietary goods but ordinary mer 
chandise, so far as all transactions in them are 
concerned, It still further follows, then, that 
arbitrary prices being the vital principle that ob- 
tains in the conduct of this peculiar branch of 
business, and as the proprietor establishes them 
when he puts them in the market, he is undera 
large moral obligation, at least, to sustain them 
throughout, instead of abandoning them so soon 
as they leave his hands, 

We now come to the charge that the Western 


. Wholesale Druggists’ Association, in promoting 


the gontract plun, are working against the in- 
terest of that great class of distributora—the re- 
tailers of drugs and medicines. And if these 
two or three super-righteous opponents could 
convince these honest retailers that the great 
mass of the jobbers, witu whom they have dealt 
for many years—with whom they hold intimate 
personal relations of good will and fricndship— 
have deliberately goue bacx upon them, gone 


‘back upon their own friends and customers, 
‘taken steps not only to defraud them but to 


drive them away from dealing with them and 


into the open and auxious arms of these few 















unselfish and benevolent (?) advisers—then they 
would most assuredly have accomplished an ex- 
ceedingly good thing for themselves, which it is 
more than probable is exactly what they are 
after. Now, what are the facts in the case? 
They are as follows: The Association, through 
its proper committee, called upon a large num- 
ber of proprietors and urged them to adopt the 
contract plan in the interest of all classes of 
dealers in their goods. . In view of the fact that 
jobbers, through the peculiar nature of these 
goods, could not deal in them without absolute 
los, they asked that in making their new sched- 
ules under the contract plan they secure to them 
a profit of not less than ten per cent.; and when 
we consider that it costs about eight per cent. to 
conduct the wholesale drug busifess, the little 
margin of two or four per cent. to cover rixk 
and the interest on capital, was certainly modest 
enough. But we did not stop with this request 
for ourselves. We were not so blind to our own 
interest, to say nothing about ordinary honesty, 
as to ask the proprietor to ignore the interest of 
the retailer who performs so large a share in the 
distribution of his goods. Wecould not reason- 
ably expect a rroprietor to enter upon any 
method which would alienate the good will o/ 
this large and influential class of dealers. 
Neverthelegs we are gravely charged with doing 
this—with being without enough ordinary good 
sense ourselves, with asking proprietors to take 
so impolitic a step as would virtually place them 
in the same categury, if acceded to. We beg to 
mildly assert that the charge is without founda 

tion in fact. Onthe contrary, we insisted that 
the new schedules should not infringe upon the 
profits of the retailer, and that he should be pro- 
tected in all his former interests. We diJ not 
then, and do not now, want any proprietor to 
adopt this plan who cannot see his way clear to 
so arrange his schedule of prices, as to amply 
protect all classes of dealers in his goods. In 
entering upon this plan, no doubt, some proprie- 
tors have and some more may fail to secure a 
satisfactory schedule. It would be singular and 
unusual if some of them did not fail in their first 
classification. There is also the small jobber and 
the large retailer whose interests, somewhat dis- 
similar from that of the other two classes, must 
have due consideration. 


It is hoped that these two classes will be 
largely represented at our next annual meeting 
in Cleveland. But the work of the Western 
Wholesale Druggists’ Association in this direo- 
tion is not yet completed. It is only fairly 
entered upon. Honestly and persistently con- 
tinuing our labors, we confidently expect to 
bring about in a reasonable time such a condi- 
tion of affairs in this large branch of the whoule- 
sale ahd retail drug business, as shall secure both 
harmony and profit to all interested therein. 
The record of our work up to this time is an 
ample verification of the truth of these asser- 
tions, ‘as it algo is of the unfairness of many state- 
ments recently made by the few opponents of 
the contract plan. JaMEs RICHARDSON. 


Commercial Honor in Syracuse. 


New York, July 21, 1882, 
Editor Ow., Paint AND Drue REPORTER: 

In your issue of July 12 an editorial headed as 
above appeared, which has been interpreted by 
the trade and independent refineries generally as 
being a direct thrust at the Miuers’ Oil Com- 
pany, No. 65 North Salina street, Syracuse, N. Y. 
Many, if not all, of the independent refineries 
know that this company is the only opposition 
that the Standard Oil Company has had there for 
the past two years. -It is the only regular oil 
house in Syracuse carrying a stock of goods, 
and your article leads the reader to infer that my 
company has sold out its right to compete for 
business (for 3¢c per gallon) to the Standard Oil 
Compavy, and that the independent refineries 
have no chance to do any business in Syra 
cuse. 


In reply I beg leave to state that the independ- 
ent refineries have the same opportunity now 
that they have always had, and the Miners’ Oil 
Compuny has no arrangements, agreements or 
understanding of any kind with, nor has it en- 
tered into any combination with, the Standard 
Oil Company as regards selling, buying. loaning 
or giving away any kerosene oil or any other 
products of petroleum. It has never, to my 
knowledge, bought a barrel of refined oil from 
the Standard in Syracuse; and us evidence of 
this fact beg leave tu refer you to the numerous 
refineries of whom we are still purchasing. 

If any of the independent refineries went to 
Syracuse and found it difficult to sell oil, which 
I have no doubt is the case, it was because that 
the central portion of this State is thoroughly 
canvassed by representatives of the Standard 
and my company, the competition making prices 
very low andclose. The independent retineries 
can find a market at all times in Syracuse. for 
first class goods, if they can compete with the 
Union Retining Company of Oil City or other 
equally reputable concerns with whom we deal, 
by writing to Mr. C. E. Mills, No. 65 North 
Salina street, who has charge of the branch 
store located there. 


In defence of the merchants of Syracuse I 
would state they have been found to sympathize 
with the Miners’ Oil Company and often have 
paid it gc to 1c more per gallon to be certain of 
a perfectly reliable oil and one that they can sell 
witn the knowledge that it will give satisfaction, 
which they cannot do in all cases wich oil pur- 
chased through the Standard agency at that 
















place. The Miners’ Oil Company propose tostay 
and let the merchants there purchase oils out- 
side of uny understanding or combination with 
the Standard as long as it can be done without 
actual loss. 


Since the Ist of June 1500 bbis. of refined oil 
have beer handied by my*company at exactly 
cost, relying on other trade for a profit. As it 
looks now there is no immediate prosp2ct of its 
giving up, as the brains which represent the 
Standard in that.immediate section have not 
calibre enough tu drive the Miners’ Oil Company 
out of Syracuse or inflict any terrible combina- 
tions to the detriment of the merchants there. It 
might have been possible if their agent had been 
educated in the Messrs, Chess-Carly Co.'s 
school, or had the latter sent to Syracuse 
in the beginning and given a few lessons in deals 
or combinations. 

Hoping that you can find space for this com 
munication, to set the Miners’ Oil Compan 
aright on the 3gc per gallon question, I remain,

LEGAL NOTES. 





An assignment for the benefit of creditors Is a 
trust, and the ussignee is regarded as a trustee; if 
there are several assignees, and one or more re- 
use to act under the trust, the estate will vest, 
in and shall be executed by the remaining trustee 
or trustees, in the opinion of the Supreme Court 
of Missouri, in Shockley vs. Fisher, decided in 
March. 


A made a promissory note to B, and secured it 
by a mortgage. The mor'gage was paid to B, but 
the note had been transferred to C by B before 
its maturity, and an action was brought to re- 
cover the amount of the note—Blumenthal vs. 
Jassey—and a judgment therefor was recovered. 
The defendant appealed, and the Supreme Court. 
of Minnesota in June, affirmed the judgment. 
Judge Dickinson, in the opinion, said: If the note 
had not been secured by mortgage there could 
have been no doubt as to the right of the indor- 
see to recover upon it, notwithstanding payment 
had been made to the payee before maturity. 
The fact that the performance of the personal 
obligation of the maker of the note was secured 
by mortgage did not change the character of the 
contract, or affect the negotiability of the note. 
It still expressed the obligation of the maker to 
pay the sum of money named absolutely and at 
all events at maturity to the payee or to his tn- 
dorsee, and still possessed the qualities of com- 
mercial paper. 


Judge Hughes, of the United States District 
Court at R chmond, Va., has just given his ce- 
cision in the habeas corpus case of B. T, Thorn- 
ton, sample agent, of Baltimore, who was arrested 
in Norfolk, Va., for selling by the sample without 
having paid the State tax assessed upon sample 
merchants. The new tax law of Virginia re- 
quires ail merchants proposing to sell by sample 
to pay a license tax of $250, This entitles a reg- 
ular merchant to sell by sample by as many 
agents as he pleases, but he is taxed beyond -his 
original stock at the rate of $50 for every addl- 
tional $50,000 worth of godde sold. It entitles 
sample merchants tu sell only by one agent, and 
if he employs more he is required to pay $50 for 
every additional agent. There is no distinction 
made in the text of the law between residents 
and non-residents. It was contended that the 
law, by provisions just stated, in effect discrimi- 
nated against non-resident in favor of resident 
mer hants, and was therefore unconstitutional, 
but the court held that this was not apparent 
from anything in the law itself, nor in the record 
of the case; nor was it shown by the évidence 
or proofs of any sort, and so far as the Judr 
could conjecture was not true in pointof fact 
The petition was therefore denied, andthe pi. 
tioner ordered to be remanded to the custody of 
a State officer. 


One partner, without consulting his associate 
made an assignment of the firm property fur the 
benefit of their creditors, and on learning of it 
the other partner objected, and gave his partner 
written notice of the objection. In a suit to set 
aside the deed cf assignment the plaintiff was 
defeated, but on his appeal, Lieb vs Pierpoat. the 
Supreme Court of Iowa reversed the’ judgment 
below. Judge Beok, in the opinion, said: The 
question is, has a partner power to execute a 
general assignment of allthe property of the firm 
for the benefit of all its creditors without the as- 
sent, expressed or implied, of his copartner, 
when he may be consulted upor the subject, and 
is capable of expressing as<ent or dissent? It 
would appear, upon piiaciple, that such power is 
not possessed by a partner. Under its exercise 
the business of the firm may be, and ander al- 
most all circumstances would be, destroyed, and 
the partnership itself practically di-solved as to 
future business. It is true that theoreticaliy the 
assignment is for the purpose of effecting the 
Payment of the firm debts, and that the luw al- 
lows one partner to use the property of the firm 
to discharge its indebtedness. But this rule of 
law is applicable to transactions occurring in the 
ordinary busiuvess of the firm, and does not au- 
thorize one partner, upon the exercise of h's in- 
dividual disvretion, to terminate the business of 
the copartnership. 1n a matter of such great im- 
portance to eich partner both ought to be con 
sulted, and be permitted tu determine whether 
the condition of their affairs rejuires them to 
transfer all their property and abandon their busi 
ness,

The Cherry Grove operators begin to feel like a 
lot of boys with all of their straws in one mug 0’ 
elder. 


A fire on Tuesday night at McMillan’s refinery, 
in Petrolia, Ontario, destroyed 1,500 barrels of 
gasoline and 1,600 barrels of tar. 

M. Hulings, Esq., is operating in the Duck 
Creek Valley, Ohio. A new well has just been 
reported good for thirty barrels per day. 

The Scott Bros, began work on the 19th on the 
Walters farm, near Greensburg, Pa. They have 
10,000 acres leased, and expect to strike pay 
gravel in about thirty days. 


Late advices report the Mahoopany well on let 
590 dry, and the Union Oil Company’s well on lot 
634 and the Nickel well on lot 635 doing only 200 
barrels per day, and declining rapidly. 

Murphy & Wetmore well on Lot 659 was 
drilled into the sand and made several large 
flows; this well makes the belt over a mile wide 
at this point. 


There is a ramor that the Forest Oil Company’s 
wildcat well on No. 2,997, Forest County, is 
showing for a good well. It is located about six 
miles south of Sheffield. The report is not con- 
sidered reliable. 


The discovery of a fine quality of Mecca lubri- 
cating oil in East Hubbard Township, Mahoning 
Co., Ohio, raised a fever of excitement in that vi- 
cinity. The oil was found at a depth of 45 feet 
from the surface. 


Col. Payne, the President, and George Wet- 
more, the Vice-President of the new Warren (Pa.) 
Oll Exchange, made the inaugural transaction at 
the opening of the Exchange. Wetmore sold 
Payne 50,000 barrels of oil at 5744 cents. 


The famous “Mystery” on lot “646,” which 
was the pioneer well of the Cherry Grove oil 
field, is flowing but 300 barrels a day, having 
gradually declined to a production equal to the 
best day’s record of the largest Allegany well. 


The wildcat well near Greenwood, Steuben 
County, N. Y., has been drilled 100 fvet below the 


feet of sand were found without any trace of oil. 
The sand contained a considerable quantity of 
gas. 

The Tack Bros’, well on Lot 619 shows for a 
2,000 barrel well. It is the cause of considerable 
excitement in oil circles, since it wfllens the pro- 
lific streak to the eastward, and indicates that 
the production of the field may prove heavier 
than it has been figured. 


A leading refiner has given the Titusville Herald 
the following figures as showing the product of a 
still charged with 518 barrels of Cherry Grove 
crude: Standard white, 323; water white, 48; 
benzine, 104; tar, 28; merchantable products, 503 
barrels, or 97.1 per cent, 

The Tidewater line will locate its pump station 
at Farnsworth siding, two miles north of Shef- 
field. From there the oil will be pumped to 
Rixford, a distance of thirty-five miles. The 
work of laying the pipe progresses slowly owing 
te the difficulty in getting pipe, caused by strikes 
in the iron mills, 

The Mahoopany No. 2, on the southern corner 
of lot 590, is on the sand, but no one is admitted 
to the derrick. Five hundred and ninety is the 
most important well in that field. It has been 
drilling incessantly during the last twenty-four 
hours. The owner is liable to get a gas well, as 
the venture is pretty far north.. d

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Census Report of the New Hamp- 
shire, Rhode Island and Connecti- 
cut Fish Oil Industry. 


The report of special agent A. Howard Clark, 
prepared for the tenth census, gives some inter- 
esting statistics regarding the menhaden fisher- 
ies of New Hampshire, Rhode Island and Con- 
necticut. It comprises a series of tables showing 
in detail the number of persons employed, the 
amount of capital invested and the value to the 
fishermen or producers of the product. In the 
Rhode Island fishery there were 61 vessels em- 
ployed, with a gross tonnage of 2188.58, These 
vessels with gear and outfits, exclusive of net, 
were valued at $195,650. The capital invested 
in menhaden factories was $77,900. The men- 
haden taken for oil and scrap amounted to 68,- 
693,806 Ibs., making 270,482 gallons of oil and 
10,590 tons of scrap valued at $221,748. In Con- 
necticut the menhaden fishery employed 72 ves- 
sels, aggregating 2304.76 tons, with gear and

An important action between the McCalmont 
Otl Company of Richburg end the Standard Oil 
Company, which was to have been argued before 
Justice Daniels of the Supreme Court yesterday.

The Stand 
ard, or Union Pipe-Line Company, it is claimed, 
objected to any opposition in the Warren field, 
and undertook to force the McCalmont Company 
iato subjection by allowing the McCalmont oil in 
the Richburg district to run to waste, beginning on 
July 8th, to the extent of from 500 to 1,000 bar- 
rels aday. On July 10th the McCalmont Com- 
pany obtained an injunction from Judge Daniels 
compelling the Union Pipe-Lins to run their oil. 
It will therefore continue to run in the pipes in- 
stead of te the ground until the 25th, at least. 

In the above iten, which we clip from the 
Buffalo Express, the use of the word “Union” 
instead of ‘‘ United” Pipe-Line Company might 
lead one tw think that the Union Oil Co., which 
has a pipe line in the Warren field, was eithér 
connected with the Standard Oil Company or 
was following the pernicious policy of that 
greedy monopoly. Reference, however, to the 
fact that the oil which was allowed to run to 
waste wasin the Richburg field shows that it 
was not the Union but the United Line which 
undertook to prevent the laying of the McCal- 
mont Co’s private line from Cherry Grove to its 
tanks at Warren. 
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Pig Lead and White Lead Statistics 
for a Century. 

We present herewith, as matters of histo- 
rical interest as well as for their commer- 
cial value, aseries of tables, showing the 
yearly average prices of dry and ground 
white lead from 1783 to 1881 inclusive, the 
average yearly price of pig lead for a period 
covering about seventy-five years, imports 
and invoice values of these articles and 
other interesting and valuable information 
reluting' to the lead products. For the 
first table of statistics we are indebted toa 
circular published by Messrs. Wetherill & 
Bro, of Philadelphia, twenty-five years 
ago. The statistics for the later years, 
with the exception of the figures relating 
to pig lead, which were kindly furnished 
by Mr. E. A. Caswell, were compiled from 
our own files and those of our esteemed 
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List. The circular referred to says ;_ 

From 1783, at which time it was but little 
used, until 1808 when it had come inte greater 
demand, there was a progressive advance in the 
price of white lead, from $10.64 to $19 per 112 
pounds. This great advance in price could not 
have occurred had encouragement existed in the 
form of daty, to enable those articles to be made 
in the United States. For it will be. seen that in 
1809 when the manufactory of Samuel Wetherill 
had become fully established, the article of 
white lead, to which his operations were then 
confined, was reduced in price. This advantage, 
smalias it was, might have been realized one 
year sooner, but that his works were destroyed 
by fire, believed at that time to have been the 
work of an incendiary. 


In 1810 and 1811, when the quantity of white 
lead made by him was considerably increased, 
the price was further reduced; but in 1812? 1813 
1814 and part of 1815 in consequence of the war 
with England there was great difficulty in ob- 
taining pig lead. That article was brought from 
Missouri mines up the Ohio river to Pittsburgh 
aud wagoned across the mountains to Philadel- 
phia. Yetin the latter part of the year 1815, 
notwithstanding pig lead was $20 per hundred- 
weight, the price of white lead was kept down 
by Mr. Wetherill, while he had any on hand, to 
$24. Butsosoon as his stock was exhausted, 
and we were forced to depend upon foreign 
supply, it rose to $40 per hundred-weight. In 
the latter part of 1815, wher. he recommenced 
manufacturing, it was reduded to $24 and in 
1816 to $12 per hundred-weight. 


From 1816 to 1826 white lead experienced no 
fall. During that period several additional man- 
ufactories were established, which, by greatly 
augmenting the consumption of pig lead, sus- 
tained the high price of that material. This and 
the increasing demand for white lead were the 
causes why that article maintained its price. 
But, in 18%7, when the annual production of our 
lead mines had increased to a quantity which 
affected the price, a corresponding reduction in 
the price of the manufactured article took place; 
so, in 1828. In 1829 and 1830 all our lead works 
were in full vigor; and, relieved by the increased 
protection afforded through the tariff of 1828 
from every fear of foreigu rivalry, a healthy 
home competition sprung up which placed the 
article to the consumer at the almost incredible 
reduction of fifty-five per cent. on the prices of 
1808. 


Although in 1809 the home production of 
white lead, as will be seen by our tab!e, had the 
effect of placing the article to the consumer at a 
reduced price, yet red lead, on the contrary, of 
which none was made here advanced during 
that year from $13 to $14 per hundred-weight.

Until then the American man- 
ufacturer was foiled in every attempt to intro- 
duce his own articles into the market, the foreign 
(British) agent promptly depressing the price to 
belew the cost of making whenever the Ameri- 
can litharge was brought forward. From that 
time, however, when ampie protection was 
granted, he has been enabled to meet the de- 
mand, and at a price 25 per cent. lower than 
while the British had the control of the market. 

(yon reference to the column “Pig Jead re- 
ecived from American mines at New Orleans.” it 
wil! Be seen that prior to the year 1828 the 
greatest product was 6,916,325 pounds. The 
law of that year advancing the duty 3 cents per 
pound, and amounting to a prohibition, alt hough 
it did not go into operation until after the first of 
September, yet had the effect to stimulate the 
miners to extraordinary exertions, and the 
quantity raised in that year was nearly double 
that of 1827, viz, 11,941,280 pounds—83 per 
cent. of which was converted into white lead, 
red lead, litharge and orange mineral. Not less 
than that proportion of all the pig lead brought 
into market is annually thus consumed. 

We would respectfully suggest, that should the 
Government deem it expedient to place a duty 
on pig lead for the purpose of revenue, a duty 
should likewise be imposed on the manufactored 
articles of at least 1 cent per pound higher than 
the duty on the raw material. Thus the import- 
ation of the raw material would not be checked, 
our Government would realize its expectations of 
a revenue, our manufacturers would use the for- 
eign lead and importation would .continue. If 
such course should not be pursued, the object of 
raising revenue for the benefit of the Govern- 
ment must necessarily be defeated. Instead of 
pig lead being sent to us or imported, it would 
be worked up in those countries producing it; 


we would, by such a course, stop the import- 
ation of raw material; stop all American manu- 
facturing of perfectly pure articles of manufac- 
tured lead; the foreign manufactured impure 
leads would be imported and our markets filled 
with foreign and American adulterated trash. 


The following statement shows the wholesale 
prices of dry white lead and white lead ground 
in oil, and of red lead for potters’s use and li- 
tharge, from the year 1783 to 1808 inclusive— 
during which period thé United States depended 
entirely upon foreign manufacturers for a sup- 
ply. Also their prices from 1809 (when they 
were first manufactured in Philadelphia, their 
importation was not immediately, though par- 
tially checked, and their prices were controlled 
by the manufacturer here) to 1834 inclusive. 
Likewise the price of pig lead, so far as could be 
ascertained, from 1812 to 1834 inclusive. Also 
the quantity of lead received in New Orleans 
from mines in Missouri and Fever River in the 
years 1823 to 1831 inclusive. (See table No. 1.) 

Wiih a view to continue our tabular statement 
from the close of 1831, through a series of years, 
we have in the following table stated the annual 
average prices of the leading articles manufac- 
tured from pig lead; also the quantity of pig 
lead annually yielded from American mines, 
the quant'ty annually imported,the invi.iced value 
of such importation in the aggregate and per 
100 Ibs., together with the amount of manufac- 
tured white and red lead imported annually, and 
the invoiced aggregate value of the same. These 
columns exbibit, with a truthfulness deserving 
particular notice, the effect both upon our home 
market and home production, of the periodical 
changes in duties; the one settling down, under 
a protective tariff, to reasonable yet remunera- 
tive rates; the other displaying, by its vast in- 
crease under the same protection, the latest in- 
dustrial energies of our country. Thus, it will 
be seen by reference to the proper column, that 
during the period, reaching from 1832 down to 
1846, the duty on pig lead ranged from 2 to 3c. 
per Ib., which proved protective; and the pro- 
duction of our own mines rapidly increased from 
8,950,000 lbs to the marvellous amount of 54,- 


950,000 Ibs per annum. At the same time the 
column of prices shows a reduction, (disturbed, 
to be sure by the inflation between 1836 and 
1840) in white lead, from $9.50 to $7 per 190 Ibs ; 
in red lead from $8.12 to $6.12 and in litharge 
from $8.50 to $6.12 per 100 lbs; also in pig lead 
from $6.50 in 1835 to $4.50 in 1841, and whilst 
the importation of foreign pig lead had rapidly 
diminished. Demonstrating two important facts, 
first, that the consumer, as well as the producer 
and manufacturer, was banefited by our foster- 
ing laws. 

On reference to our table it will be found there 
has been a great falling off in the annual quan- 
tity of lead received from our American mines 
since the year 1846. In that year there were 
54,950,000 Ibs American lead received at New 
Orleans from our Western mines and only the 
very small quantity of 214 Ibs of foreign pig lead 
imported. About this time every means was re- 
sorted to by the foreigner to evade the duty; 
and scrap lead and massive leaden busts were 
sent into the country to be melted up and used 
in the arts. The reduction of the dutyin 1847 
soon evinced its effects; the production from 
American mines decreased from year to year, 
and the quantity imported increased. So that 
in 1858 there was but 21,210,420 lbs of Ameri- 
can lead produced, while in the sarne year we 
received 41,230,019 lbs of forzignlead. (See ta- 
ble No, 2,) 

In order to complete the series we have 
compiled the appended table covering a 
period of twenty-three years, After the 
war of the rebellion the importations of 
foreign pig lead, which had previously 
showed a decided falling off from year to 
year, suddenly jumped from 27.316,160 
lbs. in 1865 to 61,543,462 Ibs. in 1866, and 
for five years following steadily increased. 
The country havivg by this tima recov- 
ered from the effects of the war, domestic 
lead was shipped East in larger quantities. 
In 1865 the receipts of lead trom American 


mines amounted to 26,330,000 Ibs. ; eight 
years later they were nearly three times 
greater than that quantity and in 1875 the 
quantity of American lead raised amounteg 
to 106,500,000 lbs., more -than 80,000,000 
Ibs. increase in ten years. Since then the 
production has been steadily increasing, 
In the meantime the imports of foreign 
lead had been growing smaller, falling 
from 92,636,087 lbs. in 1871 to 1,216,500 
Ibs. in 1879, a decline of over 91,000,009 
Ibs. in eight years. The importations of 
foreign white lead and red lead reached 
its highest point in 1869, when 9,455,449 
Ibs. were received. Since that time the 
receipts have fallen off, and for the pagt 
four years have averaged less than 2 000, - 
000 Ibs. perannuw, Prices of white leag 
ground in oil have been high compareg 
with those ruling in previous years anq 
the difference in the cost of pig metal 
then and now. During the years 1841 to 
1862, inclusive, the price of white lead jp 
oil averaged $8.07! per 100 lbs. and pig 
lead $5.16'¢ ; from 1871 to 1881, inclusive, 
the average price has been $9.90 for whits 
lead in oil and $5.45 for piglead, Tho 
highest price paid for white lead in 9jj 
since 1815 was in July 1864, when $21 wag 
reached, and the lowest yearly average 
price was $6 83 in 1848. With this excep. 
tion the average price of last year was the 
lowest. Table No: 3 gives the yearly 
average prices for pig lead and its 
three most important paint products, the 
importations of pig lead and white and 
red lead and the amount of domestic pig 
lead received at this port fora period of 
twenty-three years : 
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Oil in Central Asia. 


From a letter to the London 7imes, written on 

the occasion of the newly appointed Governor- 
General of the Ceucasus, Prince Dondoukoff 
Korsakoff’s visit to Baku, we extract the fullow- 
ing items regarding oil inthe Caucasus. Since 
the vast resources of Baku in mineral oil have 
become known it has been a great object to con- 
nect the Caspian and Black Seas by a railway, 
which would facilitate the transportation of the 
{increasing output of oil to the markets of South- 
ern Europe. The continuetion of the Tiflis- 
Poti Railway towards Batoum has been a project 
of long standing, but only lately taken in hand. 
The line is now linked in between Baku and 
Elizabethpol, and about 110 versts remain to be 
completed between that town and Tiflis. It was 
consequently hoped by the railway company 
that, in July next, through traffic from Baku to 
Batoum would be practicable, but in this they 
have been dcomed to disappointment. The iron 
bri’ge over the great river Kura has been de- 
layed in its erection by the wreck of a vessel 
containing a large portion of the superstructure. 
Atemporary wooden bridge, at a cost of about 
£5,000, has been erected. This seems to have 
been badly desi fied, for a portion of it, on the 
river suddenly ri.ing, toppled over and has been 
oarried away. The gap thus created is most se- 
rious and will not Le remedied much before No- 
vember next, when, perhaps, through traffic may 
be practicable. 

Alter the Prince’s arrival one day was devoted 
to the inspection of the oil-pits at Balakhana 
and the refineries at Surakhana. The Prince, 
who is a young looking man for his age, is evi- 
dently determined to judge for himself on all 


matters nertain'ng to the Government, in which 
are comprised interests of grave political and 


commercial importance, chief among the latter 
being the oil trade. The production of ofl at the 
pits is enormous, and exceeds considerably the 
present means of transport. The trade, more- 
over, is inthe hands of small capitalists, ex- 
cepting the firm of Knobel & Co. and the Baku 
Oil Company. None of the concerns are worked 
on such a seale as to derive all the profit obtaina- 
ble from this industry. A few years ago, and in- 
deed even now by some of the small native fac- 
tories, the whole of the operations connected 
with the trade were conducted in a primitive 
manner. The pits were dug by manual labor,the 
oil was drawn up by the same means and cor- 
veyed in skins to the refineries, where it was 
subjected to equally crude and primitive manip- 
ulation. Mr. Knobel, a Swede, was among the 
first to erect steam machinery for boring and for 
drawing up the oil after the most recent models 
adopted in America. He was also the first to lay 
down tubes through which to pump the crude 
oll from the pits to the refineries, and thence on 
board special steamers that conveyed the pre- 
cious fluid to near A-tréikan. Here the steam- 
ers, by means of pumps, discharged the oil into 
barges that were tcwed to Tzaritsin. From that. 
place (the south terminus of the railway sys- 
tem) the oil is conveyed in special wagons to 
reservoirs at Mo cow, St. Petersburg, Kieff, and 
other great towns in Russia, whence it is retailed 
at enormous profi's. That fortunes have been 
made from ofl is obvious from the fact that land 
here, where naphtha is procurable, has risen in 
price a thonsand-fold within the last ten years. 
Buku, at the time the Prince Governor first vis- 
ited it, 35 years ago, was an insignificant’ little 
village; the shipping consisted of five or six na- 
tive sailing craft. Now there are 40,900 inhabi- 
tants, rows upon rows of elegant houses, and a 


splendid esplanade looking onto a fleet of 30 or 
40 steamérs, constantly chargi:g or discharging 
ourgo; and the cry is stilt for more steamers, as 
they are once floated on the Caspian, cheap to 
maintain. Fuel is very cheap; the farnages no; 
only of the steamers but of the locomotives of 
the railway, and other steam engines at the 
works, are adapted to burg the refuse of the re- 
fineries, on a system devised by M. Leutz. This 
refuse is introduced by a steam jet into the 
furnace, and when lighted affords a hot and po- 
tent flame that enables steam to be gotten up in 
the boilers with great celerity. Thus the oil own- 
ers and refiners have the advantage of using the 
refuse of their works in transporting the illu- 
minating oil all over Russia. Speculators are 
sanguine that if sufficient means of transporta- 
tion to the Black Seg existed the competition 
with America would cans¢ she. limits of the sup- 





ply of American oll .to recede as far as Mar- 
seilles. What is wanted, however, is large capi- 


talists who will buy up the interests of the small 
traders and put the of] trade here on a broad 
basis of commercial stability. The pits are gen- 
erally from 210 to 490 feet deep. The first 210 
feet cost about £2 per foot to sink the tubes. 
Refiners buy the crude oil at 2 kopecks per 36 
pounds. Locally, refined oil is sold at 27to 30 
kopecks per 36 pounds, At 6t. Petersburg it 
brings from 1 rouble, 80 kopeks, to 2 roubles the 
36 pounds (the rouble at present is worth about 
24 pence). Messrs. Knobel propose this year to 
supply 176,000 tons for the Russian markets. 
The present rate of supply is probably double 
this quantity, but owing to insufficient means 
of transport the pits cannot be worked to 


their fall capacity.

Since 
we last wrote there have been sales of 100 bbls’ 
prime light at 420, 125 bbls at 41c, and 75 bbls at 
41c, 300 bbis brown at 40c and 60 bbls dark at 
39c. At the close thefe was not much offering 
and the market was quiet but firm. The fishing 
seems to be improving, so far as the number 
of fish caught are concerned, but the yield is 
still very light and does not begin to compare 
with that of previous seasons at the same time. 


It is stated that over 3,000,000 menhaden were | 


received at the fish factories at the east end of 
Long Island last week, and over 1,000,000 at Bar- 
ren Island. All were caught in New Jersey 
waters. The report which has been widely cir 
culated by the daily press to the effect that the 
mackeral fisherman duwn east were greatly ex- 
ercised over the intended infringements on their 
rights by menhaden fishermen, proves to be a 
myth. Parties from that section assure us there 
is no truth in it and Mr. Louis C. de Homergue 
Secretary of the U. S. Menhaden Oil and Guano 
Association, has written to the daily papers a 
denial of the story. He says: “A report has 
been extensively copied by the press that Men- 
haden steamers were being fitted out for the 
catching of mackeral for oil and fertilizing pur- 
poses. The absurdity of this report will readily 
be perceived when it is known that mackeral 
caught for oil and fertilizing purposes would 
only be worth 67 cents per barrel, while for food 
purposes they are worth from $3 to $5 per bar- 
rel at the packing houses.” 


The manufactured menhaden oils are in mod- 
erate demand the present high prices checking 
business. Pressers, however, cannot afford to 
grant concessions in view of the scarcity and 
high cost of crude, and firmly maintain previous 
quotations, in some cases insisting upon better 
prices. Sales have been reported of 50 bbis light 
pressed at 45l¢c, 150 bbls dark at 43140 and 50 
bbls at 44c, 50 bbls straits at 450, 50 bbls bleached 
at 51c, and 125 bbls at 50c. 

Cod oil is receiving more attention but the lim- 
ited off:rings restrict business, and the sales 
making are entirely of jobbing lots. The re- 
ported transactious were 50 bbls Labrador at 
4&c, 50 bbls Newfoundland at 48c, 25 bbls of the 
latter at 49c, and 30 bbis at 50c. The market 
closes very firm with an upward tendency. 

Sod oil has again declined, and may now be 
quoted at 45@50c for English and 45@35ce for 
domestic. We note sales of 200 bbis of the latter 
at 50c. 

Degras is unchanged. French is quoted nom- 
inally at 9@10'¢c, and Engli<h may be bought a 
4@414c. according to quautity. We get sales of 
70 bbis English at 444c. 

Saponified red oil is firmly held at 60@63c. 
Buyers finding manufacturers are unwilling to 
grant concessions, are again in the market, bat 
as yet they limit their orders to jobbing lots. 
Sales have been made of 125 bbls at 60c. 

Elaine red oil is selling steadily at 2c, but the 
demand is entirely for small lots. Large lots are 
procurable at less. : 

Neatsfoot oil is firm with an upward tendency, 
owing to the increasing scarcity. The demand 
is not urgent, but a fair jobbing business is re- 
ported. We quote 65@80c for prime of best 
brands, 6734@70c for No. 1, and 5544@60c for 
No. 2.

There is nothing of special 
interest. to report regarding the Standard’s 
brands, 

Cylinder stocks are still in the position occu- 
pied by them fur inany weeks past, and there are 
no indications of an immediate change for the 
better.

Turspay Evenine July 25, 1882. 

The crude market during the past week, flac. 
trating between 57 and 58c, seemed to have 
fallen into a rut from which it seemed impossible 
to move it until yesterday morning, when it took 
a sudden start upward, The new wells opened 
@uring the week were principally upon territory 
previously defined, and, although starting - off 
largely, do not add so largely tu the aggregate 
production as is generally supposed by those who 
have no means of ascertaining the extént to 
which the older wells have fallen off. 

On Wednesday last the market opened at 5734e, 
a‘ivanced during the day to 5874c, and closed at 
58l4e bid. Thursday opened at Wednesday's 
closing figure, during the forenoon the price ad- 
vanced to 585gc, in the afternoon declined to 
57$c, and closed with saies at 5734c. Friday’s 
market opened at 58lgc, declined to 57%c, ud- 
vanced to 58340, and closed firm at that figure. 
On Saturday the market opened firm at 59c, ad 
vanced to 60c, fell back to 59l¢c, advanced to 
5934c, closicg at that figure. Yesterday the indi- 
cations for a coming advance were strong, the 
opening price being 60c, from which point it ad- 
vanced rapidly to 62360, the advance, however, 
was not sustained through the day, the price 
falling at one time to 60%{c, but the clése was 
strong at 620 freely bid. To-day the opening 
tigure was 62340, highest, 6314, close, 6214.

The Failure of W. J. Wilcox & Co. 


The firm of W. J. Wilcox & Co, one of the 
largest refiners of lard, announced on Friday last 
a suspension of business. This action was the 
result of an opinion held by the firm that the best 
interest of the house would be served thereby. 
The creditors, when the suspension became 
known, were avxious that Messrs. Wiluox & Co, 
should continue, an extension of credit to 
any desired extent and for any length of time 
being offered. The firm, however, believed the 
desirable ends would be best secured by the sus- 
pensiun, even though it was a mere matter of 
form. Messrs. Wilcox & Co. did an extensive ex- 
port trade until recently, when the large Euro- 
pean orders fell off almost entirely. This, with 
the heavy expenditure they made last year in 


erecting a large factory in West Fifty-ninth 
street, and the general stagnation of business, 
were the cause of their, suspension. Thou 

yet the exact amount of the firm’s liabilities are 
unknown, it is authoritatively stated that 100 
cents on the dollar will be paid.

Indigo—Bengal indigo has been in fair demand 
the past week, considering the time of year and 
about 50 cs have been taken, chiefly medium 
grades, at $1 20@1 40. Fine qualities are not in 
much request, and the market continues bare of 
low grades. Guatemalas are still scarce and 
firm. It is probable that little, if any, will be 
added to the present stock of 29 ceroons before 
the coming in of the new crop. The soft kinds 
are quiet and unchanged at the quotations given 
below. 

Cutch has shown more activity the past week, 


and a considerable quantity has passed into the 


hands of dealers. In consequence of the demand 
the price is now firm at 7c with sales during the 
week of 1000 bags at 67c and 500 bags at 7c. 
The consumptive demand is light but the h'gh 


cost of importation stimulates values. There is | 


a fair stock on hand and about 5500 bags to 
arrive. 3000 of which have already been sold. 


Gambier has been fairly active with no marked 
pressure to sell, and several hundred bales have 
changed hands at a range of 544@5k¢c. Stock is 
still light and well under control. Shipments 
from Singapore are reported as being very light 
for the past fewweeks, but up to July 15 had been 
2700 tons since January 1, a decrease of 66 tons 
over the previous year, while the shipments in 
same time to Great Britaia had fallen off 1100 
tons.

Semi-Annual Review of the Paint 
Market. 


DRY COLORS, 


At the beginning cf the year the trade in dry 
colors on the whole, was only moderate, such as 
might reasonably be expected for the season. 
There was a scarcity of city made red lead, but 
western was offered freely at arange of 6446@6%c. 
Litharge was scarce and firm owing to the high 
cost of pig metal, but only small sales were 
made at 644@éc. The associated manufactur- 
ers of quicksilver vermilion quoted 57<c for ‘ots 
of 500 Ibs and less in 30 and 50 Ib bags, 55c for 
500 lbs and over in: 0 and 40 !b bags, and -c per 
1b less in bulk packages of 100 Ibs or miore. Arti- 
ficial vermilion was taking the place of Ameri- 
can to a large extent and had an active d:mand 
at 25@30c, Carmine was quiet but steady at $¢ 
per lb. The blue pigments were steady and sold 
quite freely. Only occasional inquiries for Paris 
green were received, but manufacturers were 
not anxious to sel! and re*used to shade 17@18c 
for pure, according to brand. During the second 
week of January there was no improvement in 
the demund, the market not yet having recov- 
ered from the effects of the holidays. There 
were few changes iu quotations, the must impor- 
tant in red pigments being a reduction of 5c per 
lb on the price of quicksilver vermilion, which 
Was asigned to a decline in the raw material. 
About the middle of the month the demand im- 
proved somewhat and the indications pointed to 
an early opening of the spring season, the open 
winter bringing many orders from out of town 
buyers. The demand, white it was not active, 





year, and between old and new orders manufac: 
turers were kept running full time. The general 
tone of the market was firm. as stocks of nearly 
all descriptions were light, and the prospetts of» 
a higber range of values were very encouraging. 
Toward the end of the month, however, the de- 
mand subsided and with the exception of a fair: 
trade in blues and a moderate inquiry for Paris 
green, there was little business doing. Prices, 
however, remained steady, no important changes 
being announced. In February a better demand) 
for all classés of goods set in, and despite severe 


storms ‘in the first week of the month a good bus- + 


iness was done, The only difficulty experfenced 
wasin the delivery of goods, but this-only affected 
the city and near-by trade, most of the orders 
received from out of town being for forward de- 
livery. The market was in good shape and deal- 
ers and manufacturers were again induced to be- 


lieve that there would de an early and large | 


spring trade. There was less activity in the 
market during the following week. The condi- 
tion of the roads both in and out of the city had 
something to do with this state of the market 
but the lack of demand was thought, by some, 
to be due in a great measure to the. fact that 
many jobbers and dealers having bought toa 
large extent during the early winter months, 
were not in urgent need of supplies and were in- 
clined to hold off until the consuming trade in- 
creased. There wasaremarkably firm tone tothe 
market, manufacturers preferring to hold stock 
rather than grant concessions, though by so doing 
a much better business could have been done. Up 
to the 1st of March there was no improvement.in 
thedemand Manufacturers, however, still looked 
for a good Spring business which it was expected 
would open in a few weeks. At this time the 
consuming braneh of the business was dull and 
dealers, having secured pretty full stocks, were 
not ready to make further purchases. Building, 
all over the country, was being actively carried 
on and it was thought that with a few days of 
pleasant weather the painting season would be- 
vin, The market was firm but there was no dis- 
position to advance prices manifested, except in 
some of the heavy goods most of which were 
scarce. Of the latter English venetian red was 
in very small supply, and favorite brands could 
not be bought on the spot below $1450, while 
some holders wanted $16244. Taken as a whule 
the month of February was very satisfactory to 
manufacturers and, though business was not as 
brisk as in January, the amount of goods sold 
was much in excess of that of previous corres- 
ponding seasons. The month of March opened 
favorably and, though there was a lack of 
“snup” to trade, there was quiie as much ac- 
tivity as usual at this period of the year. About 
the middle of the month manufacturers and 
dealers again became despondent. The city and 
near-by trade was very good but out-of-town 
orders were few and small. This was accounted 
for partly by the condition of the roads and the 
upvfavorable weather both inthe East and West, 
and the hope of a good Spring business was not 
abandoned 
ported a general disinclination on the part of 
dealers to give their «rders, but they took a 
fuvorable view of uhe future. At the end of the 
month the jobbing demand for nearly all the dry 
colors was good and the volume of business was 
said to be much greater than at the same time 
last year. The market, however, was without 
special feature of interest. There were few or 
no large sales being made, dealers eeeming to 
prefer taking such quantities as the wants of 
their customers rerdered necessary, and showed 
no disposition to make contracts for large lots in 
anticipation of future requirements. There 
were no important changes in prices, though an 
easier feeling prevailed. Paris green declined 
during the month to 16@16}4c, but the demand 
was not increased thereby. 
week of April there was quite a brisk Jobbing 
business transacted, but there was no specula- 
tive inquiry, the sales made being for absolute 
requirements. The time for the opening of navi- 
gation was drawing near and manufacturers 
looked for more business, though it now seemed 
that the Spring season was not lik ly to fuifill the 
anticipations and calculations formed during the 
Winter months. The general tone of the market 
was firm though some weakness was manifested 
in vertain ines, suchas red lead, litharge, vene- 
tian red, &c., prices of which had been forced up 
in the Fall by reason of scarcity. | Stocks of 
some of these, especially the imported goods, were 
beginning to accumulate; invoices which had 
been kept back on account of scarcity of 
tonnage and the bad weather being burried for- 
ward. Litharge became easier duriog the second 
week in April, notwithstanding an advance in 
pig lead, and sold down to 6 074@6lgc. About 
the miudle of the month the market was report- 
ed quiet, the lack of animation being attributed 
to the continuance of unfavorable weather, the 
roads in some sections of the pvorth and east 
being almost impassible. The floods in the south- 
wést unsettled business in that quarter, but in 
this city and vicinity there was a very good job- 
bing demand. As yet, there had been few days 
when the weather was favorable for outside 
work, and the retail trade was consequently aot | 
as brisk as it should have becn for that time of 
the year. There were few impurtant changes in 
prices. High freight rates kept imported goods 
firm and most of the domestic goods were al- | 
ready so low as to allow of no further reduction 
without entire toss of profit to the manufacturer.

The reason given for their action 
wasa decline in quicksilver, and it was hinted 
that the reduction was made to keep others from 
manufacturing this pigment, but it has since 
transpired that irregularities in sales made by 
brokers and salesmen were the primary reasons 
for the decline. Venetian red still had a down- 
ward tendency but did not further decline. Dur- 
ing the second week owing to the low prices 
quoted for the pig metal, red lead and litharge 
became easier, declining to 6l4c for the former 
and 534c for the latter. There were no particu- 
lar features noticeable in the market until the 
last week of the month when in consequence of 
an advance in pig lead, red lead and litharge be- 
came firmer, tha former advancing to 644c and 
the latter to 544@6c. Paris gr2en which during 
the first three weeks of the morth had been active 
and firm suddenly became easier and declined to 
16c, but before the close of the month the demand 
again sprang up and prices advanced to 164@ 
164c, some manufacturers demanding 17c. The 
blue pigments were easy still and at the end of 
June 40c, was accepted for Prussian and 50c for 
choice.

disaster. Some large firms pack the lampblack 
in half pound packets, done up in brown paper, 
and then packed in casks. To put itin printed 
paper would insure ignition, from the absorption 
of the oflin the printing ink by the lampblack, 
generating gas which would soon ignite the eoot 
or lampblack. One among many instances of 
well attested cases of spontaneous ignition. 
occurred at a large carriage works at Grantham, 
in a shop far away from fire or the chances of a 
spark. The paint shop was gradually illuminated 
on a mild summer’s evening during daylight. Tt 
was noticed through the workshop windows, and 
seen to be a tub of loose lampblack slowly con- 
suming the cask. It was easily carried out on to 
the grass to finish its work. It was thought that, 
being near the grinding-paint-stone, some oil had 
been splashed into it, or an oily rag dropped into 
the lampblack. The secret was soon found out 
by the pallet-knife being found amongst the ashes

Spontaneous Combustion of Lampblack 


Fires occurring from the spontaneous ignition 
of vegetable black are very common. Oily rags 
are most liable to self-ignition during the summer 
after a continuance of dry, warm weather. A 
suaden storm or a shower of rain appears to give 
life, as it were, to the parched=up matter, and a 
fire is the result. It also has been noticed that 
the reverse occurs after a continuance of wet 
weather. A few days some! imes are sufficient to 
set up active and rapid combustion, especially 
among sweepings in paint and oil stores, con- 
sisting generally of wood dust, dried vegetable 
and animal powder, colors more or less saturated 
with vurnish, turpentine, oils. eto. Lampblack, 
if packed in a leaky cask when freshly prepared, 
condenses the atmospheric gases on its surface, 
which, owing to the porous nature of the sub- 
stance, is very large in proportion to its weight. 
In condensation the gases give out a certain 
amount of heat, which under favorable circum- 
stances is sufficient to cause the ignition of some 
inflammable substance accidentally present. 
which, by combining with the condensed oxygen, 
Mberates heat enough to cause the ignition of the 
vegetable black, which, when once started, soen 


. gpreads until the contents of the cask become 


red hot.

The-above in the Rochester Democrat of Sunday, 
having a local application, a reporter of the Zx- 
press was instructed to look up the “‘Baffalo 
Lubricating Company” and ascertain the cause 
of the action in detail. Being unabls to find such 
a concern, the reporter called upon the President 
of the Buffalo Lubricating Oil Company (Limi- 
ted), and enquired whether he knew anything 
about such a suit. The latter gentleman, Mr. C. 
B. Matthews, said very qufetly that he presumed 
that his company was the one referred to, al 
though the name was not printed correctly. The 


| Buffalo Lubricating Oil Company (Limited) was 


established in this city something like a year ago, 
and seems to be able to stand on its merits, said 
Mr. Matthews. The Vacuum Oil Company of 
Rochester, finding the Lubricating Oil Company 
a rather troublesome rival in the market, brought 
action some time ago on account of the alleged 
infringements of certain patents owned by the 
Vacuum Company before it passed under control 
of the Standara. The Lubricating Oi] Company 
claims to manufacture under the Vacuum pro- 
vess, but conducts such manufacture under the 
patents of Dr. H. W. C. Tweddle of Pittsburg and 
others. As to the alleged infringements, Mr. 
Matthews said the local company is confident 
the matter will be correctly decided in the 
courts. He called attention to one of the most 
important cases of a similar nature, which was 
heard in the United States District Court, Dis- 
trict of Massachusetts, in 1872. It was a suit in 
equity brought by Joshua Merrill @f Boston, 
against Duvid M. Yeomans et al., dealers, for 
selling and using oi) made under a process which 
he claimed as exclusively his own. The testi- 
mony was extremely voluminous, and the follow- 
ing quotations from that of Dr. Tweddle, as an 
expert, are claimed to have a direct bearing on 
the present case. During his croes-examination 
by counsel for the complainant, Dr. Tweddle 
was questioned regarding his knowledge of the 
business of the Vacuum Oompany of Rochester. 
He said at one point: “I went to Rochester, I 
think in the fall of 1868, soon after it came to 
my knowledge that they were manufacturing oil 
by superheated steam in vacuum, and notified 
them personally that they were infrining my pat- 
ents, and I should prosecute them if they did not 
stop or come to some understanding with me. 
They could not be manufacturing largely, for 
they had such small apparatus that it was impos- 
sible for them to do so.” On the direct examina- 
tion Dr. Tweddle further testified: ‘To this 
day I am the only manufacturerin the United 
States who manufactures oils by the use of 
superheated steam in vacuo, with the exception, 
I may say, of a very small concern in Rochester, 
New York, who work jn direct violation of my 


petents.” ©

The fabricate, manufactured in the vicini- 
ty of St. Petersburg, close to the central abat- 
toir, where the blood water is obtained in fresh 
condition, furnishes the best Russian, in fact, a 
good quality, and preferable to that from the 
three lesser favored Moscow factories. The prices 
vary from 15 to 40 rubles per pud, that of St Pe- 
tersburg generally ranging from 5 to 10 rubles per 
pud higher than the others. The product of St Pe- 
tersburg annually is about 4,000, Moscow about 
2,000, and other towns together 1,300 pud—total 
about 7,300 puds. The consumption of egg albu- 
men retrogresses, because the former gives the 
same results as tle latter has heretofore done. 
Egg albumen is also manufactured by the farmers 
around Moscow, and soldin the market. It is 
frequently of a bad appearance and dirty, how- 
ever. It is manufactured on a larger scale in the 
vicinity of Korotscha, where the largest factory 
employs 60 ‘to 70 women, and annually uses 8 
million eggs for the production of about 1,500 
pounds albumen, at a value of 60,000 rubles.

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The Active Principles of Buxus Sem- 
pervirens,*

Box tree bark has already been the’ object of 
chemical research by Faure, Pavia, and more re- 
cently Barbaglia of Pisa, who thought to extract 
from it an alkaloid which would be an efficient 
substitute for quinine. Pavia claimed the dis- 
covery of two alkaloids, which he named duxine 
and parabuxine. The supposed alkaloids, how- 
ever, which the three above-named chemists be- 
lieved they had extracted were really a mixture 
of resinous matters of a deep yellow color. 
Thinking it necessary from these failures to 
change the method of extraction, the author 
used his oxalic acid process, which has already 
been described in the Pharmaceutical Journal, 
vol. xii., p. 993. : 

Dried and fresh leaves and bruised bark were 
macerated for twenty-four hours in a strong 
solution of oxalic acid. The clear yellow super- 
natant liquid was poured off and filtered, and 
gave the following reactions :—

The solution was then fully precipitated by a 
slight excess of ammonia, the precipitate washed 
and dissolved in dilute acetic acid, a greenish 
substance remaining undissolved. The acetic 
solution was once more precipitated with am- 
monia and the precipitate dissolved in sulphuric 
acid, again precipitated and washed with dilute 
ammooaia and dissolved in absolute alcohol, in 
which it dissolves without residue. The alco- 
holic solution obtained was evaporated, first in 
the air and then in vacuo, and left a residue anal- 
ogous to that described by Faure and Barbaglia. 

The author found that by the same treatment 
the leaves and bark yielded different compounds; 
he consequently made two oxalic solutions, one 
with the pounded fresh leaves, the second with 
the pounded bark and small twigs. The first 
infusion in the cold was treated with sodic car- 
bonate, and heated, and also with liquor am- 
monie. t 

In the first case the precipitate formed is but 
small, so the secung process with ammonia was 
adopted. The precipitate being washed and fil- 
tered, it was di solyed in acetic acid and again 
precipitated and dissolved in alcohol, the alco- 
hol evaporated and the residue treated with 
ether, which on being also evaporated gave a 
distinctly crystalline substance of a canary-yel- 
low color. The ether left behind it a soft, gum- 
my, sticky substance, which, being allowed to 
remain exposed to the air, turned of a greyish- 
green color and of a crystalline structure. 

The canary-yellow crystalline principle ex- 
tracted from the leaves dissolves pretty easily in 
water and ether; and freely in alcohol. -It also 
dissolves readily in the mineral and vegetable 
dilute acids, giving well-marked crystalline com- 
pounds of a light-yellow color, very bitter, and 
soluble in ‘water. The sulphuric and hydro- 
chloric solutions gaye a precipitate with plati- 
num chloride. The principle is precipitated of a 
light-yellow color by phosphomolybdic acid, 
white with tannic acid, as a cloud with mercuric 
chloride, and brick-red with iodine. With the 
alcoholic avd ethereal solutions these reactions 
are pot so marked. With pure sulphuric acid it 
turns of a dark color.’ With pure nitric acid it is 
transformed into a rose-colored powder. 

The oxalic solution made from the bark gave 
different results. The color of the ammoniacal 
precipitate was greyish-yellow and dissolved 
entirely in dilute acetic acid. Precipitated by 
an excess of ammonia.it gave a very light crys- 
talline precipitate of a light flesh color. which |

evaporations and treatment with ether a white 
substance is obtained which crystallizes in bril- 
lant transparent scales. 

This body {s but little soluble in water and 
benzene, a little more so in chloroform and car- 
bon disulphide and freely in alcohol and ether. 
It is also solubte in dilute acids, from which it is 
precipitable of white color by ammonia. Tannic 
acid throws down a yellow precipitate, passing 
to deep orange; phosphomolybdic acid, white ; 
tincture of iodine, brimstone; chloride of plati- 
num, canary color; potassic dichromate, canary, 
turning to orange; and mercuric chloride, white. 
Pure sulphuric acid turns it of a yellow color, 
which disappears on the addition of water. Pare 
nitric acid gives immediately a reddish-purple 
color, which parses into amaranth and then dis- 
appears. Treated with caustic potash ammonia 
is developed. With sulphuric acid and potassic 
dichromate, it gives a yellow precipitate, which 
becomes emerald green on heating. 

The ethereal solution leaves behind another 
body formed of amber crystalline scales, very 
bitter and differing from the last-mentioned body 
in many particulars. It is soluble in cold dilute 
alcohol, slightly soluble in water, and insoluble 
in ether, benzene and chloroform. It is soluble 
in all the dilute acids and a precipitate is thrown 
down by ammonia when it is in great excess, 
Pure nitric acid turns it to a dirty brick-red; 
hydrochloric acid to a greenish hue, and sul- 
phuric acid first to a dirty-red, and then to a 
dark-green. 

The neutralized acid solution gives a white 
precipitate with tannic and phosphomolybdic 
acids and mercuric chloride, yellow with potassic 
dichromate and brick-red with tiucture of iodine, 

It is evident that we have to deal with three 
distinct principles which possess particular char 
acters. The first the author has named duzine, 
the second, duxeine, and the third, parabuzine. 

The acetic solution, before referred to, from 
which the buxine has been precipitated by am- 
monia, will give a copious white precipitate with 
tannic acid which will also give a copious greyish- 
white precipitate with the residue of the oxalic 
solution remaining after its treatment with am- 
monia. Afteran excess of ammonia or potash 
has been added to the dxalic solution it is still 
precipitable by tannic acid; but the precipitate 
cannot be buxine, for with tannic acid this prin- 
ciple is thrown down of a yellowish-red color. 

The chemieal and physical characters of the 
three principles, are as follows :—

In the Buxus sempervirens, therefore, there are 
three special and distinct principles, viz , buxine 
in the bark, buxeine in the leaves, and parabux- 
ine in both, but in the greatest quantity in the 
former. There appears to be comparatively little 
difference between buxine and buxeine, and it is 
just possible tnat further researches will prove 
them to be one and the same body; parabuxine, 
however, is sufficiently distinct from either in 
botL ita physical and chemical characters. On 
the exact nature of parabuxine the author de- 
clines for the present to give any decided opin- 
ion. It appears sometimes to have an acid reac- 
tion, but other experiments tend to prove the 
contrary. Ifit could be proved beyon] a doubt 
that it was an organic acid it would explain why 
it clings so tenaciously to the buxine. 

The last method adopted by the author for the 
extraction of buxine and parabuxine is as fol- 
lows :— 

1. Make a cold infusion of coarsely powdered 
box bark with a 2 per cent. solution of oxalic 
acid. 

2. Filter and press after twenty-four hours, 
and exhaust the remaining bark with a fresh 
portion of oxalic. solution, filtering, and press 
again. 

3. Concentrate the infusion ata gentle heat, 
add ammonia in excess and allow the resulting 
precipitate to subside. 

4. Collect the precipitate on a filter and treat 
with dilute acetic acid. Precipitate again with 
ammonia and wash with weak ammonia. 

5. Treat the precipitate with hot alcohol and 
evaporate to one-third. 

6. Shake up the residue with ether repeatedly. 

7. Evaporate the ether and set aside the undis- 
solved portion. 

8. Dissolve again in acetic acid and precipi- 
tate. This process gives buxine in a nearly pure 
condition. ‘This product is nearly white and 
may be entirely decolorized by anima} charcoal, 
but a large quantity of the alkaloid is absorbed 
and lost in the process. 

9. The portion’ undissolved by the ettier is 
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treated with acetic acid and mixed with the resi” 
dual liquor of the first treatment.® 

10, Evaporate the acetic solution slowly down 
to one-half and treat with ammonia. Collect the 
yellowish magma on a filter. Evaporate the res- 
j@ual Iquor down to one half, precipitate, unite 
the two precipitates and wash with weak ammo- 
nia water. 

11. Wash the magma with ether and dissolve 
the residue in pure alcohol. This alcoholic solu- 
tion on evaporation yields nearly pure parabux- 
viuiead of acetic acid dilute sulphuric acid 
may be used for dissolving the first ammoniacal 
pregipitate and the buxine thrown down with 
paryta water. 

Analogous treatment of the pounded leaves 
gives buxeine. 

The author denies that the alkaloid obtained 
by Faure is buxine at all, but a mixture of heter- 
ogeneous substances. 

Pavia worked with the leaves and twigs and 
obtained a mixture of buxine, buxeine and para- 
puxine, but in small quantities. Pavia’s second 
process, in which sulphuric acid was used, did 
not give the pure alkaloid either, for the solvent 
dissolved out a number of products upon which 
a cold solution of oxalic acid has no action; be- 
sides which he only used the leaves and twigs 
and treated the precipitate he obtained with 
nothing but alcohol, which only gave him an im- 
pure mixture, which he took for true buxine. 

Barbaglia followed an analogous process, but 
used sodic and calcic carbonate to precipitate 
the sulphuric acid solutions, the precipitate being 
dissolved in pure alcohol. This method of pro- 
ceeding could not produce pure buxine, because 
sodic carbonate will not throw down the alka- 
Joidal principles of box leavesor bark. Barbaglia 
by this means obtained a mixture, which he 
sought to purify by dissolving it in alcohol and 
pouring the resulting solution in a thin stream 
into distilled water. It is true that by this means 
a white glutinous deposit is formed ; this is not 
pure buxine, however, but a mixtvre of that sub- 
stance and parabuxine. This may be proved by 
a simple experiment which eluded Barbaglia’s 

ce. The mixture containing the white 
precipitate is shaken up in a test-tube with abso- 
jute ether in excess. Part of the precipitate dis- 
solves and the liquid divides into three layers. 
The top layer is ethereal, the middle layer con- 
tains a number of flocks, and the lowest is aque- 
ous. The ethereal solution when evaporated 
ylelds pure white erystalline buxine, the aqueous 
solution contains impure buxine, and the red 
flocks are parabuxine. 

The author claims to be the first to have ob- 
tained pure crystalline buxine, the so-called 
buxine obtained by Faure and others being a 
mixture of alkaloidal and glucosidal principles 
in proportion varying according to the source 
from which the substance was _ extracted, 
whether from the bark or leaves. Faure and his 
successors all admit the existence of what they 
took to be a resin, in the alkaloidal mixture ob- 
tained by them, which could not be separated 
even by nitric acid, as recommended by Mayr. 
This supposed resin does not exist; what was 
taken for a resin is really the principle which 
the author has called parabuxine provisionally. 
This body is different in its physical and chemi- 
cal characters to the parabuxine of Pavia, which 
was a mixture of buxine and true parabuxine. 

The author concludes by remarking that now 
we have an easy method of obtaining buxine in 
ateasonable state of purity, the investigations 
of its value as a febrifuge may be carried on 
with more certainty than those made with 
Pavia’s buxine, the efficacy of which as a substi- 
tute for quinine as an antiperiodic has been so 
often contested. The true chemical formula of 
boxine can now be established, and the question 
of its identity with bibirine, asserted by Walz 
and confirmed by Flucckiger, who also states that 
it is identical with pareirine and paricine, defin- 
itively determined. 

The author promises to give us another paper 
detailing his researches into the chemical proper 
ties of a number of buxine salts and substitution 
compounds,

Thermometers at the Yale Ob- 
servatory. 


We have received from the director of the 
Yale College observatory the report for 1881-82 
ofMr. Leonard Waldo, the “Astronomer in 
Charge of the Horological and Thermometric 
Bureaus” of the observatory. This report gives 
the statistics regarding the examination and 
rating of watch movements and thermometers 
Sent there to be tested and rated. Passing over 
the horological part of the report with the re- 
mark that it seems to indicate a decided advance 
in the art of watch-making among our manufac- 
turers, we proceed to consider the report on 
thermometers which contains some facts and 
figures of interest to our readers, most of whom 
are more or less concerned in the accuracy of 
these instruments. 

Itappears that the number of thermometers 
€xamined was more than double the number for 
the preceding year, there having been a total of 
4552 certificates issued, of which 6 were for the 
U. 8. Army Signal Service, 607 for meteorologt- 
eal thermometers and 3811 for physicians’ clini- 
Calthermometers.

“The improvement in the manufacture of 
clinical thermometers in this country continues, 
and the thermometers we receive which are 
most misleading in their indications are those 
which come in from private practice, and which 
have been in use fora yearormore. As exam- 
ples of the errors to which these latter instru- 
ments are liable, the following table gives the 
corrections furnished with seven certificates 
issued at intervals during the year, and with no 
eff9"t to select specimens of extreme errors :” 
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Mr.Waldo also says concerning the work of the 
observatory in this line: 

““We have been much encouraged inthis de- 
partment of the observatory. work by the cordial 
endorsement given ty it by the medical press. 
There have been some suggestions made by gen- 
tlemen eminent in the medical profession, both 
privately and in print, concerning some new 
facts we should give in the certificates accom- 
panying thermometers sent from here. The 
most important is contained in Dr. E. R. Squibb’s 
interesting paper on clinical thermometers, read 
at the New York State Medical Association’s 
meeting at Albany, and refers to the testing of 
thermometers for sensitiveness. He notes the 
difference in time required for different thermom- 
eters toattain their maximum reading, owing 
to the varying thickness and shape of the glass in 
the bulb, and suggests some test be applied which 
shall give the observer the time required for each 
instrument to reach its maximum. We have 
considered this matter, but so far have not de- 
vised a simple test which sufficiently approxi- 
mates the conditions met with in medical prac- 
tice to be of service in this connection. 

** About four hundred ungraduated thermome- 
ter tubes have been sent ,to the observatory to 
be sealed in boxes for proper ageing. With these 
thermometers, as they are subsequently issued, 
a special eertificate is given, stating the age of 
the thermometers when examined. The Kew 
Observatory has tollowed our example in this 
matter, and now receives thermometers for seal- 
ing in a similar manner.” 

The observatory has prepared a series of 
twelve standard thermometers, of which ten 
have already been ordered; and a second series 
of twelve will be prepared the coming year. 
They are delivered at thirty dollars each. 

Concerning Amerivan progress in the manufac- 
ture of these instruments the report says : 

“An interesting event in the progress of ther- 
mometry has been accomplished by the Messrs. 
J. & H. J. Green, who have sent to the observa- 
tory four standard thermometers of American 
giass, which have a practical coincidence of 
their scales with our own Kew standards. The 
middle point correction depending on the glass 
alone has heretofore been about —0.°3 for Amer- 
ican made standards. The Messrs, Green, how- 
ever, by using a glass for the bulb of theirown 
manufacture have produced standards which 
we find have corrections for the middle point, 
depending on the glass alone, which are within 
our own errors of comparison.” 
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Varnish and Varnish Gums. 


Under the above title we shall print a 
series of articles, the initial number of 
which appears herewith, upon the charac- 
teristics of the varnish gums and their 
treatment in the manufacture of varnish, 
The articles will constitute a compendium 
of the most recent and. trustworthy facts, 
methods and scientific opinions from the 
best German, French and English inves- 
tigators. The work has been carefully 
performed and we can commend it as the 
best treatise that has ever been issued | 
upon the subject. 

It is assumed that the reader compre- 
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that a mere acquaintance with any written 
statements can produce such a judgment, 
nor that the vagaries and notions of a s0- 
called experienced man are evidence of 
possessing the same. Together with ex- 
perience, both as 4 matter of economy and 
of necessity, a certain amount of informa- 
tion is needed. The purpose of this article 
is to gather from a variety of sourtes, 
mostly German, partly French and Eng- 
lish, information valuable and of interost 
to the varnish makers.

The subject naturally divides itself into 
| (1) The resins and their preparation. (2) 
Linseeed oil and its dryers. (3) The alco- 
hol and volatile varnishes. The first di- 
vision will be treated very fully ; the sec- 
ond, for obvious reasons, less so ; the third 
will be enly slightly touched upon. In- 
formation otherwise necessary to the sub- 
ject will be found in the work of which 
this article forms a part. 

The origin of the word varnish is in 
some doubt (old English perhaps vernisch, 
modern French vernis, old French adjec- 
tive l’escu d’or vernis, the polished shield of 
gold ; Spanish varniz, Italian vernice, mod- 
ern Greek bernike). Sir Charles Eastlake, 
after much careful research, thought the 
word might have originated from the old 
Greek word for amber, beronike, and ‘‘that 
amber, which by the best ancient authori- 
ties was considered a mineral, may at an 
early period have been distinguished by 
the name of a constellation, the constella- 
tion of ‘Berenice’s (golden) hair’--Berenice, 
or Phernice being the daughter of one of 
the Egyptian Ptolemies.” 

W. W. Skeat, in his Etymological Dic- 
tionary, supposes the Greek word, which 
was also used for gum sandarach, to be 
more probably a Greek form of the low 
Latin or Italian vernice, which he traces to 
the root of the word for glass. 

Whatever the origin, however, the word 
in various languages is connected with a 
glassy, polished surface ; and the varnish 
itself asa liquid glass, having much the 
same uses as glass. It not merely protects 
without hiding from view, but it renders 
more distinct colors, shades and forms 
under it. This it does by simply throwing 
to one side, as a glass upon a picture, the 
white light which would otherwise be min- 
gled with the picture light. Standing in

RESINS, 

Resins proper are found with few excep- | 
tions only in the vegetable kingdom. 
There area few substances of a resinous 
character, such as musk and castoreum, 
which belong to the animal kingdom; the 
so-called fossil resins, amber, Zanzibar 


others we get unmixed light from the | 
wood, paints or whatever surface be imme- | 
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of iodine or phosphoric acid anhydride, 
upon the class of bodies known as alde~ 
hedy. As familiar one of these is the oil of 
bitter almonds. Again, a resinous sub- 
stance is formed by heating an alcoholig 
solution of caustic potassa with turpentine. 

Resin is found especially in the higher 
organized plants; resinous plants occur 
| more frequently in the tropics than in 
colder zones, although the Abistine family, 
indigenous in the north, is rich in resin, 
It is found with few exceptions in all parts 
of plants, butin certain parts it is found 
separated in large quantities in particular 
cells and glands. The principal place of 
formation is the bark from which the 
resin exudes spontaneously or after an in- 
cision has been made. In cases where this 
method for obtaining the resin from the 
tree cannot be used, the woody fibre is di- 
gested with water or extracted with alcohol. 


FORMATION IN PLANTS, 

As to the way in which resins are formed 
in plants, nothing can be stated with abso- 
lute safety. A consideration of the com- 
position of the resins leads to the belief 
that many of them have been formed 
simply by the oxidation of one on another 
member of a class of bodies known as ‘‘ter- 
| penes”; these are hydrocarbons, one of 
| which has the formula Ci0His. Thus or- 

dinary rosin, mastic, copaiva-balsam and 
other resins have the formula C20 H32U2, 
which shows that they have been formed 
from the terpene C29H32 by the following 
reaction: 

C20H32 plus 30—C20H300¢ plus He O. 

Other resins, as euphorbium, olibanum, 
&c., have been formed by the following 

reaction: 

C20H32 plus 40—C20H300s plus He O. 

This supposition, that resins are formed 

by the oxidation of terpenes, is justified by 
the fact that these oils take up oxygen 
easily from the airand are thus transformed 
into resinous substances; but no one hag 
succeeded thus far in producing a natural 
resin by the oxidation of any of the oils 
mentioned, nor, vice versa, of producing 
the oil by abstracting oxygen from the cor- 
responding resin. 

As shown by the formulae given above, 
the resins contain in addition to carbon 
and hydrogen small quantities of oxygen; 
they approach the composition of many 
fats. The ordinary resins are, how- 
ever, never simple chemical com- 
pounds but are always mixtures, part- 
ly of different resins and often containing 
varying amounts of ethereal oils, gammy 
materials and other substances. Accord- 
ing to the varying quantities of these im- 
purities the resins show different physical 
properties; the balsams are resins con- 
taining a large amount of ethereal oils 
which give them their semi-liquid cons 
sistency ; the ‘‘soft” resins are solid at low 
temperatures, but are not brittle, and they 
may be kneaded between the fingers ; the 
hard resins are biittle, they can be pow- 
dered at the ordinary temperature; the 
“gum” resins or mucilaginous resins con- 
tain gum or vegetable mucilage. Caout- 





chouc resins are distinguished by 
their _ elasticity. The hard _resias 
are in general odorless and _taste- 


less; the balsams, sott resins and gum 
resins often have a characteristic odor and 
taste. 

The natural resins are seldom colorless, 
they are for the most part of a yellow or 
brown color; they are amorphous, al- 
though some will crystallize when puri- 
fied ; they are partly transparent, or at 
least translucent in thin layers. They are 
strongly electro-negative when rubbed, 
Their specific gravity ranges from 0.9 to 
1.2and 1.3. Many of them soften below

‘ Boiling linseed oil dissolves dammar, 
rosin and mastic easily; it dissolves with 
difficulty shellac, elemi, and sandarach ; 
does not aff-ct copal and amber ; these two 
resins can only be dissolved in linseed oil 
by first melting the resin. 

The copals are in general similar to am- 
ber, and are valued higher in proportion, 
as they resemble it, especially as regards 
hardness. 

A decisive test fer distinguishing be- 
tween amber and copal resins is the pre- 
sence or absence of succinic acid. This 
is not found in copal. The testis az fol- 
lows: The calcium and barium salts of 
succinic acid are soluble in water but 1- 
soluble in alcohol. A neutral solution of 
the resin is treated with ferric chloride, 
and the brown precipitate filtered off, 
washed out, and removed to a test tube; 
some ammonia added, and the liquid fil- 
tered clear; barium chloride and a consid- 
erable amount of alcohol are then added, 
which produces a precipitate of barium 
succinate (Beilstein). 

The surface of many of the favorite va- 
rieties of copals is covered with zig zag 
lines, or pimples, or cracks, which may be 
described as hike goose skin. Kauri-copal 
is found occasionally in masses weighing 
100 pounds or more, while other kinds are 
found only in small pieces or kernels, so 
that by this means, as well as by the varia- 
tions in color, from whitish to brown, and 
likewise by the greater or le<s transparen- 
cy.all grades of fineness may be estab- 
lished. 

The conduct of different copals to sol- 
vents varies between wide limits, many 
are dissolved, to a great extent, by acetone, 
ether, hot alcohol, chlorofurm, ethereal 
oils, fatty oils, others swell up in one or 
another solvent, and still others are scarce- 
ly attacked. Many become soluble after 
being kept fora long time in the pulver- 
ized condition ; others must first be kept 
heated for a long time at the melting point, 
which varies for different copals from 180 
degrees C. and 340 degrees C. Such solu- 
tions in linseed oil or turpentine are used 
as varnishes. The explanation of these 
differences in solubility must be looked 
for not only in the slight differences in 
¢hemical composition, which some of the 
resins show when. subjected to analysis, 
but further, in the widely different condi- 
tions which have surrounded them since 
they came from the parent tree. 

The difference in chemical composition 
consists in the variation in the extent of 
ozidation that has taken place in the hy- 
Arogarbon which formed thestarting point. 
It this oxidation had proceeded to its ut- 
gost limit a product would have been ob-

ty but also in other properties to such an 
extent that it would no longer be recog- 
nized as aresin. If, on the other hand, 
no oxidation had taken p'ace, it would be 
equally hard to recognize anything of a 
resinous character in the mother sub- 
stance ; between these limits there is a 
large range of possibilities for making an

suck containing a sjightly different pro- 
portion of oxygen; as a matter of fact, 
however, the resins are limited to those 
products in which the oxidation has not 
extended far, and only a small part of the 
hydrocarbon has been oxidized. 

The reason why the oxidation has not 
proceeded until it became complete is evi- 
dent, because the substance formed du- 
ring the first part of the process is of such 
a nature as to protect itsself from farther 
oxidation. We have a clear illustration of 
this in the fact that it is this protecting ac- 
tion of resins which gives them value as 
ingredients of varnishes, or any liquid 
whi+h is to be spread over wood to protect 
it from decay. So much for the chemical 
side of the question ; but there are resins 
differing in solubility and yet no differ- 
euce in chemical composition can be es- 
tablished. In these cases the conditions to 
which the resins have been exposed play 
an important role in determining the cha- 
racter of the resulting substance; thus 
one would expect to find a fossil resin 
which, like Zanzibar copal, has been bur- 
ied in the earth for ages, to have a hard 
and very compact structure from the pres- 
sure which must have been brought to bear 
upon it. .

Chemical Formulas, 


The following explanatory article con- 
cerning the construction and meaning of 
the apparently mysterious formulas of 
which chemicals are so fond, is from a 
forthcoming ‘' Dictionary of Pharmacy” by 
the editor of the Chemists’ Journal and will 
be- found of interest by many of our 
readers: 

When first a student opens a manual of 
chemistry and sees even s0 simple a formula 
as that of acetic acid, CopH4O2, he shuts the 
book with terror and di-gust, at once as- 
sociating this row of letters and figures 
with some abstruse algebraical problem, 
but there is really nothing algebraical about 
it. The le.ters are simply a kind of short 
hand such as we use in every-day life when 
we address a man as J. B. F. Jones instead 
of Jonathan Benedict Frederick. The little 
figures too, which stand at the lower right 
hand corner of the letters, which at first 
look so algebraical, are simple numbers, 
and have nothing to do, as in algebra, with 
square or cube root. The above formula 
presents no more difficulty than if we were 
to write ‘‘£284.d2 ,” instead of ‘* £2 4s. 2d.,” 
or “0z2 drs.4 grs.2” for ‘*2oz. 4drs, 2grs.” 
It simply means that acctis acid is com- 
posed of two chemical proportions of car- 
bon (QO), four of hydrogen (H), and two of 
oxygen (O). Chemical symbols at first have 
a very puzzling look, but they are really :s 
simple as T for tons, M for mise, E tor ea+!, 
Co. tor comp&ny, or F for Fahrenheit. Th- 
symbols for the mcre common elements 
ccnsist of their initial letters, such as U ior 
carbon, H for hydrogen, O for oxygen, and 
so on. Those of less importance, or ot 
later discovery, or whose initial letter has 
been already assigned to some other el- 
ement, take one of the lettera following the 
initial, for instance, Cl chlorine, Os osmium, 
Ni nickel, P1 platinum. and soon. This rule 
is so weil. carried’ out hat were a new el- 
ement to be discovered by the spectroscope 
which was to be called “ violium,” from 
giving a violet lino in its spectrum, its sym- 
bol would most certainly be Vi.

Acetate of Lime—Its Manufacture and 
Analysis.

We have here, we think, a clue to at least 
one of the causes which sometimes yield 


an acetate of lime far lower in strength 


than was expected by the manufacturer, 
We see by the above table that the greater 
part of the loss occurs during the first half 
hour of exposure at 500 deg. Fah., that it 
is three times as great in the brown acetate 
as in the grey, and that for every additional 
50 deg. Fah., the loss will average about 
1.40 per cent. of acetate of lime. In a sub- 
stance so easily decomposed by a high 
temperature as is acetate of lime, we can- 
not expect that the results obtained will be 
in exact ratio to the increase of time or tem- 
perature, The figures are given just as 
obtained from the analyses. Several of 
thew, over 500 deg. Fah. are the results of 
duplicates, the greatest difference being 
one half ‘of one per cent, for an hour's 
heating. The limit of saféty is 400 deg, 
Fah., for the grey acetate, and{400 deg. Fuh, 
for one half an hour for the brown acetate, 
This temperature will brown white paper 
hy an exposure of fifteen-or twenty minutes, 
An increase of fifty degrees up to 450 deg, 
Fah., would not be readily noticed by the 
operative, but its results would surely be 
found in the poorer quality of the article 
produced. When brown or grey acetates 
of lime are distilled in a current of steam 
the distillate is always more or less colored. 
But after exposure to a temperature of 
450-500 deg. Fah. for half an hour or so, 
the distillate is perfeetly colorless. The 
tarry matters are no longer carried over, 
but this advantage is gained at a loss ofs 
certain part of the acetate by decomposition, 
as shown above. Many samples of acetate 
we analyze contain pieces or crusts which 
appear to have been melted or_ partly 
burned; some lote contain a large amount 
of such pieces and their presence must 
diminish to a certain extent the percentage 
of real acetate present. A sample of the 
grey acetate referred to in the table above, 
was heated for an instant until partly 
melted and the glacial acid was found to 
be 65.46 per cent. a reduction of 1.63 per 
cent., equivalent to 2.14 per cent. acetate 
of lime. 
SAMPLING, . 

In drawing samples for analysis it is im- 
portant to obtain a fair average of the lot. 
One bag in every ten is the usual number 
sampled; if the lot is small, one bag ia 
every five or six is sampled, cate being 
taken to obtain a fair proportion of both 
large and small pieces. The samples ar 
taken from the bags by meaus of a large 
cylindrical tryer and put at once intos 
rubber bag to protect them from chang, 
either by absorbing or losing moisture 
‘The average sample thus obtained is taked 
to the laboratory and prepared for analysis 
by thorough mixing and sifting until the 
final average is reached. The moisture of 
the sample, as drawn, is determined and 
1s reported in the certificate of analysis 
The final average prepared for analysis méy 
have lost or gained moisture during 
operations of grinding, &c., hence it is neos 
sary to make a correction of the analytics 
results oblained, order to report the corred 
amount of acelat of lime present. For & 
ample: a sample of brown acetate prepared 
tor analysis contained 7.04 per cent. moit 
ture, and 7v.33 per cent. acetate of lime 
But the sample as drawn from the bag 
contained 9.74 per cent. water; hence t# 
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yesnltof 70.33 per cent. is corrected to 68.28 
gent) based as the 9.74 per cent. of 
water aotually present in the goods. A 
sample giving 66.86 per cent. acetate of 
jimey with 7.00 per cent, of water in the 
P sample was corrected to 67.66 per 
gent. based on 6.90 per cent. water present 
in the original sample. Some samples con- 
taining large amounts of tar or moisture 
need a preliminary drying of the sample 
gele.ted for analysis; hence the correction 
to be applied is much larger than is usual, 
where the samples are easily ground and 
gifted. It sometimes happens that samples 
gre received for analysis, which come in 
paper boxes or wrappers, Such a sample 
will vety seldom represent the actual con- 
dition of a lot of acetate as shipped from 
the factory. The paper box or wrapper 
off-rs but little obstruction to a loss of 
moisture by drying. Hence the sample 
received is very likely to give a much bet- 
ter result than will be obtained whea the 
goods are received, and sampled from the 
bags for analysis. The amount of morsture 
mt should always be stated in the certificate 
of analysis of acetate of lime, because if is an 
important factor, showing the condition of the 
goods at the time of sampling. This deter- 
mination of moisture must be made on the 
sample as dravwn, before it has been subjected to 
any treatment which will at all affect the amount 
of moisture present. 
METHODS OF ANALYSIS, 

1,—Based on the Amount of Soluble Lime 
salts present. 

The value of an acetate of lime depends 
entirely on the amount of glacial acetic acii 
present. Two methods of analysis are in 
use at the present time; one determines the 
amount of lime salts soluble in water, and 
by calculation the amount of lime so found 
is converted into acetate of lime, or glacial 
acid, as the case may be. This metbod is 
pased on the supposition that all the soluble 
lime salts present are acetates; but this is 
notso. Acetates ot lime almost invariably 
contain caustic lime in -light amonnt, and 
ifthe lime has been overheated it is present 
in still greater quantity. Again, organic 
salts of lime are always present. With im- 
proved methods of manufacture,the amount 
of these has diminished of late years, and 
the difference between the amounts of 
acetate of lime found by distillation of the 
acetic acid, and that found from the amount 
of soluble lime is much less than formerly. 
The better the sample of acetate, the less 
is the difference between the results given 
by the two methods. In the year 1872 (see 
American Chemist, vol. II, p. 324, and vol 
Il, p. 8), this question of methods of 
analysis came up. It is urmecessary to 
state ‘here the objections raised by cer‘ain 
English chemists against the process of 
distillation, which was advocated by some 
Ameriéan ‘ chemists,’ since the objectors to 
a distillatory process had no good founda- 
tion upon which to rest. But as the general 
eustom of the trade was at that time based 
upon the method of analysis by means of 
the soluble lime salts present, we have be- 
fore and since that date used the term 
“English Commercial Test," to designate 

analyses made in this manner, and so state 
the results on our reports of analysis. 
‘Whenever an analysis is made by distil- 
lation it is so stated. 

2.—Based on the Distillation of the Acetic 

Acid. 

Three acids may be used in the process 
of distillation—hydrochloric, sulphuric or 
phosphoric. 

a.—When hydrochloric acid is used, a part 
of it is carried over with the acetic acid and 
must be estimated and a correction made. 
It possesses these two advantages: that it 
does not act upon the organic matter 
Present, and that the solution of chloride 
of calcium will permit of the distillation 
being carried to a low point without danger 
of error, The distillation is made in a 
retort connected with a condens-r, and the 
total acids present in the condensed liquid 

*are estimated, and the proper correction 

~ Spplied for the amount ot hydrochloric acid 
found to'be present. 

~ 6.—The use of Sulphuric acid has three 

‘\ Bwrst.—As it becomes concentrated in the 

retort during the process of distillation, it 

wets Upon the organic matter present, form- 
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ing sulphurous acid, which is carried over 
with the acetic acid and included in the 
estimation of the total acid power of the 
distillate Thus the amount present would 
be calculated as acetic acid, and the result 
thereby increased unduly. To prevent such 
action, recourse is had to distillation ina 
current of steam. (See American Chemist, 
vol, vi. p. 294.) 

Second.—The sulphate of lime formed by 
the addition of sulphuric acid to the solu- 
tion of the acetate of lime, is troublesome 
on account of the bumping which takes 
place during the distillation. This is partly 
prevented by the use of a current of steam. 

Third.—When a sample of acetate of lime 


contains chloride of calcium or chloride of 


sodium, the chlorine is carried over in the 
form of hydrochloric acid and neutralizes 
its equivalent amount of the standard soda, 
used to receive the acid distillate. The 
amount thus distilled must be estimated 
and the correction made. To. prevent this, 
the chlorine present is precipitated by the 
addition of sulphate of silver to the solution 
of acetate before distillation begins. 


c.—Phosphoris Acid is the best acid for 
use in the process of estimating acetic acid 


by distillation. It has three advantages. 


First.—It does not act on the organic 


matter. “ 
Second.—During the distillation, 
liquid in the retort is not suffsred to fall 
below li c.c. in bulk, Unter such circum- 
stances, phosphozic acid does not decom- 
pose any chlorides of cilcinm or sodium 


which may be present in the acetate, thus 


requiring no addition of sulphate of silver. 
Ouly the merest trace of chlorine is carried 
over, as shown by experiments with a 


sample of acetate containing nearly 5 per 


cent. of chloride of sodium and also by 
trial on a known amount of pure chloride 
of sodium. This unexpected result merits 
attention, since in this respect phosphoric 
acid differs so decidely from sulphuric 
acid, 


Third.—It forms a perfectly clear solution 
with the acetate of lime. By the usé ofa 
large amount of glacial phosphoric acid, at 
least five times the weight of acetate of lime 
taken for analysis, the.phosphate of lime 
first formed is redissolved to a clear solu- 
tion. The distillation proceeds quietly and 
uniformly without bumping and the amount 
of liquid in the retort is easily kept at any 


desired point. The use of a current of 


steam is necessary both for ease of manipula- 
tion and accuracy of results. 

After a thorongh trial of hydrochloric and 
sulphuric acids, we discarded both in favor 
of phosphoric acid and for some years past 
have used it to our full satisfaction. It is 
important that the phosphoric acid used 
should contain uo nitric or other volatile 
acids, which would increase the results ob 
tainei above the truth. Each new lot of 
of phosphoric acid should be examined for 
such impurities before use. Ifit tesuspected 
that any phosphoric acid has been carried 
over during the distillation, it is easily de- 
tected in the distillate by the use of molyb- 
date of ammonia, The process of distil- 
lation, if carefully and intelligently done, 
is very accufate. Duplicates made by this 
method agree with each other fully as 
closely as do those made by the estimation 
of the soluble lime. For example: In 
January last, a sample of grey acetate was 
analyzed by disti!lation in our laboratory, 
with a result of 78.22 per cent. acetate of 
lime. Three months later, the same sample 
was reanalyzed by another man in our 
laboratory, using f.esh standard solutions, 
and 78.20 per cent. of acetate was obtained. 
This sample contained 3.16 per cent. of 
common salt, shell-lime having been used 
inits manufacture. See also the table of 
analysis quoted above under ‘Drying of 
the Acetate of Lime.” With care and ex- 
perience in this method of analysis by dis- 
tillation, it is not difficult to obtain dupli- 
cates which agree to two tenths of one per 
cent, of acetate of lime; usually the dif- 
ference is less than thut. A sample of grey 
acetate analyzed recently, was disti!led 
with sulphuric acil and a duplicate with 
phosphoric acid. The results agreed ex- 
actly; the latter distillatior, however, re- 
quiring less attention than the former, for 
reasons given above under processes of 
distillation, The indicator used for titration 
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is a few drops of a solution of pheno’, 
phthalein—one gramme in 270 c.¢, of a mix- 
ture of equal parts or water and alcohol. 
We have found this indicator far preferable 
to either litmus or cochineal; of course, 
whichever indicator is used, the same mu3t 
be used both for the standardizing and the 
actual analysis. To show the need of some 
uniform and accurate method of analysis, 
we refer to a note in Allen's Commercial 
Organic Analysis, vol. I, p. 205. He finds 
from experiments made in his own lab- 


oratory on the same sample of acetate of 


lime, that results were obtained varying 


from 47.4 per cent. to 57.6 per cent. of 


acetic acid. In our own practice for many 


years previous to the publication of this 
took we found differences fully as great 
between results by distillation and by the 
various commercial processes; but, as we 
said before, at the present time the dif- 


ferences are not nearly so great as formerly, 


In conclusion we wish to lay strong em- 
phasis upon the facts, that, inasmuch as 
the process of distillation is the only one 


which gives the real amount of glacial acid 


present, and, inasmuch as it is an imitation 
of the actual mannfacturing process for ob. : 
taining acetic acid from its acetates, it is 


the most reliable and shculd be adopted. 


This position we have maintained for many 
years, and we notice that, especially in the 
case of grey acetate, buyers are more and 
more insisting on the test by distillation. 
The price should be based on the unit of 
glacial acid, just as in fertilizing materials, 
the prices are based upon the units of phos- 


phoric acid nitrogen and potash. 





In the discussion which follows Dr. 
Squibb remarked that it was not necessary 
to carbonize the wood, but that all the 
acetic avid could be obtained st a much 
lower temperature, (about 160 to 200 deg. 
C.) and the products then contain no 


acetone. For the analysis of sodium acetate 
he uses a glass retort covered with copper 


gauze, and heats it on one side to prevent 
frothing and bumping. He uses 10 gms, 
ot the acetate with 20 c.c. of water, and lu 
c.c. sulphuric acid; after distilling off 10 
te 15 c.c. ot liquid, the distillation is inter- 


rupted,—about 20 c.c. of water are added 
to the retort, and 10-15 c.c. of liquid again 
distilled over. This is repeated a third 


time when all the acetic acid will have 
come over, without trouble from frothing 
or bumping during distillation. Dr. Squibb 


further remarked that he used in his fac- 
tory retorts, 20 feet long, 2 feet wide, and 
10 feet deep, holding 2!¢ cords of wood. 
and heats them in a hot air bath. Duriox 
the first twelve hours, only water is given 


off. In about 24 hours the acetic acid be- 


gins to distill over, the process being com- 
pleted in 6 to 7 days for each retort. Sea- 
soned oak is preferred, and any admixture 
of sofver woods diminishes the yield oj 
acetic acid. 
respect, 


Throughout the active heating, but more 


copiously toward the end, a gas, colorles+ 
aud odorless (and, so far as tested, unin- 
flammable), comes over, having anz sthetic 


properties. This gas adheres to the wood, 


after the charge is cooled and drawn, and 
seems to be a reason why small vermin will 
not remain nearit. If the charge is heated 
too long, smoke appears at the exit pipe 
and carbonization of the wood begins at 
the centre of the top of the charga, extend- 
iog in V-shape toward the bottom. When 
once started this carbonization proceed: 
spontaneously without further application 
of heat. Indeed it is sometimes found dif- 
ficult to check it, even by the liberal ap- 
plication of cold water to the outside of the 
retort. In the course of the operation, 
when properly managed the charge shrinks 
one third of its volume, 4000 lbs. of wood 
yield about 2800 lbs. of residue. The 
residue retains all the appearances of the 
wood before distillation, only that it be- 
comes walnut-colored and it has the same 
elementary composition as that of kiln 
dried wood. It is brittle and not well 
adapted to construction, but forms a most 
excellent fuel for many purposes, especially 
for kiadling anthraciie coal. The distillate 
is neutralized with soda ash and distilled 
to about one-tortieth its volume. The first 
product is crude wood spirit. This is re- 


Chestnut is notable in this 


distilled, and -gives rectified wood spirit, 
and lastly wood oils, which contain gearl 


quantities of furfarol and no acetone., The 
wood oils are separated by passing the last 
portions of distillate into water. The recti- 
fied wood spirit contains about 80 per 
cent. of methyl acetate, and when saponified 
gives a very pure methyl alcohol. One cord 
of well-seasoned wood will afford 1200 to 
1490 Ibs. of liquid products. A cord of ok 
yields 60 to 70 Ibs. of glacial acetic acid. 
Dr. Squibb further remarked that there 
was no process commercially practicable 
for obtain :2g pure acetic acid from pyrolig- 
neous acid, or acetate of lime, but only 
from acetate of soda. Mr. Parker remarked 
that he had tried a process for making 
acetic acid by heating wood fibre with 
steam, under a pressure of 60 lbs. at 275 
deg. C. and confirmed Dr. Squibb’s obser- 
vations on the deterioration of the woody 
fibre, and also the impracticability of 
m king pure acetic acid from pyroligneous 
acid.
